COURT SETS LIMIT 
TO 99 YEAR ACT. 


Finds That ‘Twig and Branch’ 


- Claims of the Union Trac- 
tion Company Are 
Unfounded. 


GIVES CITY THE VICTORY. 


Only Trunk Lines of the Cor- 
poratién Are Protected 
by Long Legisla- a 
tive Grant. 
The “ ninety-nine year tree’’ still insted 
but it has lost its “twigs and branches.” 


Jydges Grosscup and Jenkins stripped them 
off in the opinion handed down yesterday, and 


left the bare trunk exposed to the winds 


which are expected to blow strongly around 
it. The decision, which was read by Judge 
Grosscup, held: 

That the ninety-nine year act is valid, and 
gives the Union Traction comgany the right 
to operate until 1964 all lines operated prior 
to April 26, 1875; : 

That all lines subsequently built, and all 
extensions of the older lines were by virtue 


of city ordinances especially granted for | 


them, and the rights have expired, or will 
expire, according to the time limits in the 
ordinances. 
Hard Blow to Company. 
The claim made by the attorneys for the 
traction company that their entire system 
was covered by the ninety-nine year act is 


thrown out. The plea of the city that the | 


ninety-nine year act is invalid is denied. So 
far the decision was a“ dog faH.”’ Practical- 
ly it was a hard blow to the traction com- 
pany. While it is given the right to operate 
many important hnes for over fifty years, 
yet without their feeders and connections 
they ‘are useless. What the city authorities 
were rejoicing over last evening was that 
if the Union Traction cogmpany is to con- 
tinue” to operate it must make terms with 
the city. 

How far the decision will work in changing 
the original injunction of Judge Grosscup 
forbidding the city, to interfere with the 
operation of any part of the Union Traction 
system is a matter for the future. That in-: 
junction was based on the “twigs and 
branches” theory, on the plea of the com- 
pany that the ninety-nine year*act covered 
every rail it had on the ground. Now Judge 
Grosscup himself decides it does not, and 
the presumption is that he will modify his in- 
Junction accordingly if the city asks him to. 


Effect of New Charter. * 


The reason the judges fixed on April, 1875, 
us the date when the city’s authority began 
was that it was then that Chicago abandoned 


its old charter and incorporated under the |.

cities and villagesact. That act was drawn 
as a result of the new state constitution of 
1870. 

The reasoning of the court was that In 
1865, when the ninety-nine year act was 
passed, the theory of the Illinois govern- 
ment was that all corporations like traction 
companies derived their authority direc* 
from the legislature. In that manner the 
Chicago City railway, the parent company 
in this city, was organized and authorized 
to run for ninety-nine years over such streets 
as it then used or whi¢h might be granted it 
by the city council. 

The new constitution, however, changed all 
this. It not only specified no special privi- 
leges should be given to any person or cor- 
poration, buf through the cities and villages 
act, it was provided that thereafter all fran- 
chise rights should come through city coun-. 
cils and not direct from the legislature, and 
put a twenty years’ limit on theirlife. It was 
a recognition of the right of homerule. —_ 

Consequently it was argued that while all 
rights acquired before 1875 were derived 
under the act of 1866, and are stiM protected 
by it, those acquired subsequently came 
from the council and are subject to the re- 
quirement that they should not be for longer 
than twenty years. 


Rejoicing at City Hall. 

The decision was received with glee at the 
city hall. The traction people did not want 
to discuss it. From a city hall viewpoint, it 
was a victory in that it made it absolutely 
necessary for the company to come to the 
city for favors if it is to go on in business. 
It has rights, but fhey are not enough to 
constitute a perfect street car system. The 
loss of Lake street, east of Desplaines alone, 
is enough to cripple it in the downtown dis- 
trict. It has lost four bridges, Dearbérn, 
Lake, Adams, and Harrison, and that de- 
stroys its monopoly of approach to the busi- 
ness territory. The franchises for the down- 
town loops expire in a year and without 
them or some other method of handlingits 
terminal business it must quit. It has val- 
uable rights, but they need additions before 
they can be made useful or profitable. 


Mayor Discusses the Ruling. 

“The decision destroys the ‘twig and 
branch ’ theory so eloquently outlined by Mr. 
Auerbach,” Mayor Harrison said. “If he 
had been in the court this morning they 
would have been obliged to carry him out in 
pieces. | 

“The decision is just about in line with 
what Judge Adams held in 1893 and what 
John P. Wilson has held, and, I believe, about 
what Benjamin Harrison told them. 

“It does not leave the Union Traction 
company in'a position where it can go on 
defying the people of Chicago. It leaves 
them only 50 per cent of the bridge en- 
trances downtown from the west side and 50 
per cent from the north side. : 

“There are opportunities of opening up 
the territory to cdmpeting lines in case of 
necessity. The Union Traction company 
might as well ‘be sensible and come in and 
deal on lines the city believes right. The 
city stands in the same position it did, and 
the city’s position is fortified by Judge Gross- 
cup’s decision. The only persons seriously 
inconvenienced are the Union Traction in- 
terests.” 

Mayor Harrison said the city will appeal so 
as to get a final decision from the United 
States Supreme court. 

Corporation Counsel Tolman drew a war- 
like simile. Said he: 

“The Japanese found it necessary to take 
Kinchou before taking Port Arthur. The 
city has taken the ‘traction Kinchou.’ The 
storming of the ‘ traction Port Arthur * will 
take place at Washington before the Supreme 
court of the United States next fall. 

“ The fantastic root and branch theory has 
been repudiated. The greatness of the vic- 
tory can best be appreciated by comparing 
the list of lines which the companies claimed 
with the lines which Judge Grosscup allowed.

With fifteen customers and five clerks in 
the store, and crowds constantly passing 
the door, four masked and armed robbers 
held up the Touraine Shoe compan 165 
Madison street, last night. Flourishing their 
revolvers the highwaymen drove their vic- 
tims into a rear room, took $500 from the cash 
register, and escaped. The only person to 
resist them was Miss Jennie Ginsberg, who 
made a brave but vain effort to save the 
money. 

The police believe two of the men were 
those who robbed Kinsley’s restaurant re- 
cently. A number of arrests were made dur- 
ing the night. 

From the fact that the robbery occurred 
a few minutes before Auditor C. W. Tuttle 
arrived to take the cash it is believed the 
highwaymen were familiar with the methods 
at the store. The detectives are searching 
for an electrician employed at the store re- 
cently. He asked many questions about the 
sales and amount of cash on hand. 

The store was filled with customers about 
9 o'clock when a stranger entered. Raising 
a handkerchief which he wore around his 
neck till it.concealed the lower part of his 
face, the man moved to one side so he could 
not be seen from the street.

*“* Get back in the rear of the store,”’ he com- 
manded. ‘“‘ Move lively or there will be 
something doing.” ; 

Those in the store were taken by surprise 
and some thought it a practical joke. W. C. 
Parks, a clerk, who was fitting a man witha 
pair of shoes, at first didnot move. The rob- 
ber thrust a revolver into his face and forced 
him toward the rear. 

At this moment the first robber was joined 
by a second. Flourishing their revolvers, the 
robbers compelled the twenty men to keep 
quiet. Miss Ginsberg resisted the four men, 
but was dragged from behind her desk. 

By this time a third robber had entered, 
while a fourth stood guard at the street door. 
When the customers and clerks were where 
they could not be seen from the street the 
robbers turned to the money drawer. 

Threat to Shoot Customers, 

“f{urry up, Bill, and get the money,” shout- 
ed the leader. “ We will watch these people 
and if any of them move we wil! plug them.” 

While “ Bill’ emptied the cash drawer his 
companions continued to threaten the pris- 
oners back to the vault. Miss Ginsberg be- 
gan to scream and the robbers ran from the

JAP VICTORY COSTS HEAVILY. 

TOKIO, May 28, 12:30 p. m.—Japan paid 
heavily for her victories at Kinchou, Nan- 
shan, and Tallienwan, losing 3,000 men in 
killed and wounded in the repeated assaults 
against these positions, but she scored a 
sweeping and valuable victory over the Rus- 
sians, capturing fifty guns, clearing the way 
to Port Arthur, and inflicting losses on the 
Russians which in the end are expected to 
total 2,000 men. 

It is doubted if the Russians will stand 
again north of Port Arthur. They retired 
from the field beaten and they failed torally 
at Nanquanling, where it was anticipated 
that a second stand would be made. 


Russian Dead in Trenches. 

The desperate onslaughts of the Japanese 
on the heights of Nanshan were telling, for 
the Russians left 300 dead in the trenches 
there. A complete search of this field is 
expected to show a greater number of dead. 

Nanquanling was occupied yesterday morn- 
ing by a force of infantry, artillery, and en- 
gineers under the command of Gen. Naka- 
mura. The main Japanese force spent Fri- 
day night billeted in the villages around 
Nanshan. The soldiers were greatly fatigued 
as a result of the constant fighting, but they 


entered with much spirit upon the new oper- . 


ations. 
Retreat to Port Arthur. 

A force of Russians held Sanchilipu station, 
which is northwest of Dalny, but the Japan- 
ese drove them out. The Russians aban- 
doned and burned the station and retired in 
the direction of Port Arthur. 

The estimates of the Russians engaged in 
the defense of Kinchou, Nanshan hill, and 
the south shore of Talienwan bay vary, but 
it is evident that the Russians drew for men 
from the forces at Port Arthur and offered 
all the resistance possible. 

It is understood here that Lieut. Gen, 
Stoessel, commander of the military forces 
at Port Arthur, was in personal command of 
the recent operations. 

As soon as the Japanese troops have rested 
they will press on to the svuth. 


FEARFUL CARNAGE AT NANSHAN. . 
TOKIO, May 28, 4:30 p. m.~The Japanese 

assault on Nanshan hill was one of the 

fiercest and bloodiest affairs in modern war. 
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It was found necessary to stop these in- 


fantry charges and renew the artillery fire 
from the rear before the final and successful 
eSsault on the Russian position could be 
made. 

The success of this assault was. brought 
about by one detachment of Japanese 
troops, more intrepid than their comrades, 
who succeeded in piercing the Russian lines. 

A splendid stroke of fortune was the dis- 
covery and destruction by. the Japanese of 
the electric wires leading to the mines at 
the eastern foot of Narshan hill. This pre- 
vented the Russians from exploding these 
mines when the Japanese infantry crossed 
the ground where they had been placed. 

It is possible that the fortune of the day 
hinged upon these mines. If the Russians 
had been-able to explode them at the right 
time the losses among the Japanese troops

sible also that the Russians would have 
been abie to hold the hill. 


* WNanshan Splendidly Defended. 
INanshan was splendidly defended." Nearly 
fifty guns of various sizes were mounted on 
the various emplacements and there were 
nlso two batteries of quick firing field pieces.

Up to Port: Arthur Now. 

There is no attempt here to disguise the 
fact that the successful forcing of the neck 
of Kwantung peninsula proper puts a prac-— 
tical end to resistance to the enemy until he 
reaches the actual fortifications around Port 
Arthur.

Usual Crop of Sensations. 

The news in the foreign dispatches has pro- 
duced the usual crop of sensational stories 
about the Russian government concealing 
the extent of the disaster, but the only 
justification for this allegation seems to be

A high officer of the general staff declared

Asked as to the number of men in the Port

He discussed with some detail the dimf- 
culties of the approach.

: SETTLED BY PLUMLEY. 


Vermont Lawyer Selected by the Brit- 
ish and South Ame Govern- 
ments Forwards His Opinion 

. Through Diplomatic Channels at 
Washington — Contentions of Both 
States Upheld {nm Part and Overruled 
in Part—International Law Defined. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 28.—[(Special.]— 
Frank Plumiley, attending the conference 
of the Methodist church in this city, has 
just forwarded to the English and Vene- 
suelan governments, through the British 
ambassador and the Venezuelan minister, 
bis decision as umpire in the disputes be- 
tween these countries. 

The first. of the awards was in the case 
between the Puerto Cabello and Valencia 
railway company, a British company, and 
the Venezuelan government. The latter, it 
seems, guaranteed the company a certain 
net income, which was not made good. The 
umpire made an award in favor of the com- 
pany of $1,200,000. 

Commissioners’ Award Upheld. 

Most interbsting from a legal *andpoint 
was the decision in regard to a claim by 
Great Britain for interest at 5 per cent upon 
awards made by a mixed commission in 1869. 
The convention constituting this commission 
provided that the Venezuelan government 
should by its congress make provision for 
the payment, covering some sixteen years. 

Venezuela. denied the right to collect in- 
terest. Mr. Plumley held that interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent, the Venezuelan statutory 
rate when no rate is named in the contract, 
should be allowed. 


Citizenship Dispute Decided. 
Regarding the dispute as to citizenship, 
England set up the claim that a man born 
in Venezuela of British parents, resident in 
‘Venezuela, and always residing himself in 
Venezuela, was a British subject. Venezuela 


and domicile. The latter contention was 
sustained. 

In the last decision Great Britain urged 
that in the case of a British subject domi- 
ciled in Venezuela, who died there and who 
was married to a Venezuelan woman, such 
widow became a British subject by such 
marriage and continued to be after her hus- 
band’s decease. 

Venezuela held that she reverted to her 
ante-nuptial status. 

Mr. Plumley held that there being a con- 
flict of laws the law of the domicile must 
prevail, and therefore the claim of Great 
Britain was denied.

COPENHAGEN, May 28.~The interna- 
tional tuberculosis congress, which was for- 
mally opened in parliament house yesterday 
under the presidency of Prof. Brouardel of 
Paris, today received telegrams expressing 
best wishes from a number of monarchs and 
presidents. 

The states represented adopted resolutions 
favoring the study of hygiene in schools and 
universities, uniform schedules for tubercu- 
losis statistics, the appointment of a com- 
mission to consider the question of the pre- 
disposition to tuberculosis, and the enforce- 
ment of regulations against expectoration 
in places of public assemblage.

“ That clause reads as follows: ‘ Any and 
all acts or deeds of transfer of rights, privi- 
leges, or franchises, between the corporations 
in said several acts named, or any two of 
them, and all contracts, stipulations, licenses, 
and undertakings, made, entered into, or 
given, and as made or amended by and be- 
tween the said common council and any one 
or more of the said corporations, respecting

Purpose in Inserting Clause. 


“This clause evidently was inserted in 
view of the fact that prior to 1865, but after 
1859, three street railway companies had 
come into the field, the city for that purpose 
being divided between them into the north 
side, the west side, and the south side, each 
of the three companies stipulating to operate 
only within its respective-territory. In thus 
dividing the territory it has been found 
necessary to transfer from each company to 
one .of the other c@mpanies certain fran- 
chises, licenses, and contracts. The purpose 


of the clause was to validate these transfers | 
during the life of the grant, or, as the phrasé 


runs, ‘ during the life hereof.’ 


“The clause deals, it will be observed, with’ 


* franchises,’ with ‘ licenses,’ and with ‘ con- 
tracts.’ Each of these expresses a legal! re- 
lationship distinct from that expressed by 
the other. 

“* Franchises’ is the grant from the state 


of apthority to accupy the streets; ‘ licenses’ 


is the designation by the council of the 
streets to be occupied; and ‘ contracts’ are 
the stipulated arrangements between the 
companies and the city as to the manner 
of occupancy. Thus viewed the effect of the 
validating clause is evident. The franchises 


dealt with being for the life of the act, the. 


clause had the effect to validate them in the 
transferee, as if they had been granted in 
the first instance to such transferee for the 
full period for which they were intended 
to run. Likewise the licenses were validated 
to the transferees as, if they had been in the 
first instance issued to such transferees for 
the full period of the act. 


Why Contracts Were Shorter. 


“But the contracts looked only to the 
administrative and physical sides of the 
grant, and on that account covered short 
periods. The effect as to them of the clause 
under consideration was to validate to the 
traneferees these contracts, as if they had 
been entered into in the first instance with 
such transferees. 
was intended to be preserved within the 
life of the act, but according to its own terms 
as to time, as well as to subject matter, as 
if the contract had originally been made with 
the transferee himself. The clause evidently 
was in the interest of the business provision, 
and thus interpreted is intelligible; while if 
subjected to some of the interpretations sug- 
gested, it would be full of confusion and 
contrarity. 


Inspection of Constitution of 1870. 


“An inspection of the constitution of 1870 
end the acts of the legislature following 
show that, whatever may have been the 
contract, a departure therefrom, as the grant 
is now interpreted by counsel for the com- 
panies, has been among the purposes of the 
law making powers. The new constitution 
sets itself directly against special legisla- 
tion and corporations organized under spe- 
cial acts. It prohibits the further creation 
of corporations by special laws, or any 
grant by special law of a right to lay down 
railroad tracks, or any laws that, without 
requiring the consent of the local authorities, 
would, within such municipality, grant street 
rallway rights. 

“ And the general assembly later passed 
@ general city and village act, in which it 
has provided that the councils of cities or. 
ganized under such act should have power 
to permit, regulate, prohibit the locating, 
construction, or laying of any horse railroad 
in any street, alley, or public places, limiting 
such permission, however, not to exceed 


twenty years.

They 
mark the origin in Illinois, in the form of 
public law, of that home rule policy respect- 
ing street railways that has since prevailed;

“ We think not. It is not necessary-to dis-

Then the opinion says: “ What we hold is 
that no such legislative intention (to make the 
grant capable of indefinite extension) should 
be implied when it does not clearly appear, 
and that in the legislative grants before us 
no such intention satisfactorily appears. 

“ But two other questions, of the many 
argued, need .be noticed., It.is insisted that 
the act of 1865 does not extend to the life 
of the north side grants.

AGED MAN FREED: 


IN MURDER CASE. 


Robert E. Bremner, After 


Three Trials, Is Declared 


Not Guilty by Jury. 


CASE IS REMARKABLE. 


Lawyer Killed by Client, Who 
Says Viectim’s Act Drove 
Him Insane.

After being tried three times for murder 
Robert E. Bremner, 74 years old, was found 
not guilty late last night. The jury retired 
shortly after 1 o’clock and spent nearly ten 
hours discussing the killing of Attorney 
Louis Mitchell. 

The first ballot, it is said, was eight not 


guilty and four guilty. This was soon 


changed to ten to two, and then to eleven to 
one. The last juror was obdurate for some 
time, but was won over at last. 

As soon as an agreement was reached the 
twelve men announced the fact by singing 
“Home, Sweet Home,” and pounding on 
the jury room door. Judge Kavanagh was 
notified, and when he reached his courtroom 
the aged defendant was broughtin. Brem- 
ner showed little emotion when the clerk an- 
nounced “ Not guilty,” and soon left the 
courtroom with friends. 

“I am glad to be free, but I shall not live 


long to enjoy my liberty.”’ 
He will at once to his sister’s home in 
Virginia. 


Bremner was defended by Attorneys 
Hamilton Lewis and Maxwell Edgar, o 
were employed by the Scottish societies of 
Chicago. :

Attorney 
Mitchell had been employed by Bremner and 
his wife to adjust their property. The de- 
fense held that the lawyer paid marked at- 
tention to his client's wife, and ultimately 
broke up the family.

shot him. Insanity was the chief claim of 
the defense. During the trial Bremner took 
the stand and attacked his wife's character. 

The last witness was heard on Friday, 
and then Attorney Lewis made his last plea 
to the. jury. He was followed yesterday 
‘morning by Assistant State's Attorney ke, 
He attacked the insanity plea of the defense 
end declared Bremner guilty of murder. 

Declares It Deliberate Murder. 

Mr. Fake said that the state had clearly 
established the fact that Bremner was 
jealous of his wife and that the aged de- 
fendant entertained a deep hatred for At- 
torney Mitchell. He said that the evidence

Early Surroundings Literary. 

The young man had been broug! t up ina 
refined literary atmosphere. His father was 
a Presbyterian minister in charge of a 
church at Dillsburg, York county, Pa., when 
the future senator was born in 1833, and it 
was ftom this father, himself a_ silent, 
austere man outside the pulpit, he inherited 
his taste for reading and refiection. 
a precocious youth and was graduated froin 
Jefferson college with honors when only 17 
years old. Then he became a law student 
in the office of Penney & Sterrett in Pitts- 
burg, but his héalth failed before he was 
admitted to the bar and he went south. ‘ 

There he fell in with an old boyhood as- 
sociate and they put their money together 
because there was so little of it. The other 


youth was something of an orator, so they’ 


bought a magic lantern, Matthew wrote a 
lecture, his companion memorized it, and 
they went through the country giving ex- 
hibitions. Quay never got over this early 
habit of letting other people do the talking. 
He drifted into Texas, where he taught 
school a while, and finally, his health being 
restored, he determined to return-to Penn- 
sylvania and resume his law studies. This 
he did, being admitted to the bar in 1854. 


Becomes Active in: Politics. 


That a young, man of his resourcefulness, 
energy, and discretion would be of service as 
military secretary to a man like Curtin goes 
without. saying, and Curtin took him under 
his wing. It was through Curtin’s influence 
that he was sent to the legislature and en- 
rolled for life in the “* Harrisburg school.” 

Reélected, he became a candidate for 
speaker, believing that he could thus improve 
his patron’s chances for the senatorship. 
But the senatorship was not for Curtin, nor 
was the speakership for Quay. Simon Cam- 


eron, who had been forced out of Lincoln's | 


cabinet early in the war, won the fight, and 
in. time handed the toga over to his son Don, 
who in his time was to perform for Matthew 
Stanley Quay a great and memorable serv- 
ice. Quay was charged with selling out 


Curtin. He denied the charge, but there 


are those in Pennsylvania living today who 
never accepted the denial. Curtin, itis well 
known, was bitterly disappointed and be- 
lieved that he was deprived of the senator- 
ship by “ skulduggery.” 


Mr. Quay resigned from the lower house 
and was elected to the state senate. Simon 
Cameron was a wealthy man and he never 


suffered acutely from a superheated con- 
science. Enemies of Mr. Quay pointed to 
the fact that the young legislator went into 
the body poor and came out a man of means. 

Mr. Quay retired from the legislature to 
establish the Beaver Radical, which was is- 
sued without notice and without a subscriber, 
but it was made to pay its way almost from 
the start. It is surprising to reflect now 
upon the influence the paper wielded. When 
John M. Hartranft aspired to the governor- 
ship the first thing he did was to consuk this 
comparatively obscure young man in a small 
town and ask him how the Radical stood. 
Hartranft rewarded him with the secretary- 
ship of the commonwealth. This was in 1872. 


The governor served two terms; so did his 


gecretary of state, néarly. 
Has Place Made and Takes It. 
In the closing days of the Hartranft régime 


a bill said-to have been drawn by Mr. Quay,. 


was passed by the legislature gyeatly enlarg- 
ing the powers of the:recorder of the city of 
-Philadelphia and giving him immense fees. 
In the face of protests from all over the 
state the governor signed the measure and 
appointed the secretary of state to the office, 
although he was not and had never been a 
resident of Philadelphia. . 

He bought a handsome brown stone man- 
sion in Philadelphia‘and moved his family to 
that city, where he enjoyed the rich reve- 


nues of the office until 1885, when he was |

has been permanent. Nobody took his place. 
The legislature adjourned without, making 
a choice, and Gov.-Stone promptly appointed 
Quay to the: vacancy,.an appointment the 
‘legality of which the senate refused to rec- 
ognize. The next legislature restored to hira 
‘his commission. — 


Repeatedly Accused of Corruption. 


The charges of corruption in public life 
against Mr. Quay would, if printed in detail, 
‘fill a fair sized library. From the day he de- 
serted Curtin and transferred his allegiance 
to the Camerons until the suspension of the 
People’s bank in Philadelphia at a compara- 
tively recent date, he was denounced by the 
opposition press and many newspapers of his 
own party as political graft incarnated. 
Twenty-five years ago Quay was the power 
behind the throne at Harrisburg, when a bill 
was introduced in the legislature appropri- 
‘ating $4,000,000 to indemnify railroads for 
‘Josses caused by labor riots at Pittsburg. It 
was soon rumored that the railroads de-. 
manded only $2,000,000, and the other §$2,- 
000,000 was to be “velvet” for the lobby 
and corrupt legislators.

BANDIT ASKS 700 MUCH: 


UNITED STATES GO 
SAYS NO TO RASO 
Outlaw Who Kidnaped Perdicaris and 
His Stepson Wants Pardon and‘ 
Guarantee of Immunity from Inter- 
ference—American Warships on the 
Way to, Tangier, Where Consul Will 
‘Be Given All the Assistance He May 
Need, 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—The kidnap- 
ers of Perdicaris and .his stepson Varley in 
Morocco have submitted their terms for ran- 
som and the state department has decided 
that they are absolutely’ impossible of ac- 
ceptance. 

A long cablegram from United States Con- 
sul Gummere was received by Secretary Hay 
today. The consul stated, in substance, that 
Rasoulie, the bandit who kidmaped Perdi- 
caris and his stepson Varley had been heard 

and made a set of demands. 


Bandit’s Amazing Demands. 
Rasoulie demanded that the Moorish forces 
should be withdrawn from the district in 
which his band operated, leaving them in con- 
trol. 
collected from the governor of Tangier and 
Fez, who happen to be bitter enemies. He 


further demanded absolute immunity for 


himself and his followers from pursuit or 
punishment for the kidnaping and other 
crimes which they had committed in the past. 
To cap it all Rasoulle insisted that the United 
States and Great Britain should solemnly 


guarantee the observance by the Moorish 


government of the foregoing stipulations. 

Secretary Hay had a conference with the 
president; and it was agreed that Rasoulie’s 
terms could not be met. To grant them 
would be equivalent to forcing the sultan of 
Morocco to abdicate in favor of a brigand 
so far as a considerable part of Morocco was 
concerned. Moreover, the United States 
government could not undertake to guar- 
antee the acts of another government. 


- Brooklyn on Way to Tangier. 
‘The next step is in doubt. Rear Admiral 
Chadwick will be at Tangier by tomorrow 
evening on the Brooklyn. to be followed in 
the course of a day or two by the remainder 
of his fleet. As the utmost confidence is re- 
posed in the discretion and judgment of the 
rear admiral the present disposition is to 
leave him a free hand to deal with this case 
in codperation with Consul Gummere. 

It is realized here that the French govern- 
ment, which under its recent treaties with 
Great Britain has acquired a dominating in- 
terest in Morocco, may naturally be nervous 
over any foreign interference itn the affairs 
of that country, and this fact, it is sug- 
gested, may lead to the exercise by the 
French government of some effective in- 
fluence in the direction of securing Perdicaris’ 
release which will obviate any hostile move 
by Read Admiral Chadwick. 

Rear Admiral Jewell reported by cable to 
the navy department today the arrival of 
the European squadron under his command, 
embracing the Olympia, Baltimore, and 
Cleveland, at Horta, Azores, and its depart- 
ure for Tangier. 


France Is Apprehensive. 


PARIS, May 28.—The approaching arrival 
of a United States warship at Tangier, 
Morocco, js viewed with some apprehension 
in official quarters here, as it is feared it 
may lead to a turbulent demonstration. 
Those who are familiar with Moroccan 
methods say that an attempt of a naval 
force to rescue Messrs, Perdicaris and Varley 
probably would lead to their béing killed.

and devil cheating screens, attains the quiet 
and seclusion of the tea garden of a great 
guildhouse. In that rocky and hard cement 
paradise, where tiled dragons finish the tops 
of the walls, and one wanders in labyrinthine 
grottoes and crosses by crooked bridges to 
water pavilions, perfumed tea restores one’s 
energies and clears the brain. After another 
turn at the game of follow my leader, one 
emerges from the north gate again, and, by 
crossing a bridge, steps from the tenth to the 
twentieth century n, and is whirled 
away in a jinrikisha to read the bulletins of 
cabled war news at the hotel door. 


All the far east is enjoying the discom- 
fiture of the war correspondents who have 
flocked to this quarter of the globe. Despite 
the many cultivated, honorable, and truthful 
men who pursue that calling, the war corre- 
spondent as such is not held in esteem in the 
east, and the name is not one to conjure by. 

The residents forget the truthful, careful 
men whose moderate and exact statements 
have informed the west of happenings here. 
They remember and they dilate upon the war 
correspondents who discovered the east dur- 
ing the Japan,war of 1894, who sat herein the 
Astor house and on the beach at Chemulpo 
and wrote blood curdling descriptions of the 
fall of Port Arthur as if eye witnesses, and 
from the portico of the Grand hotel in Yoko- 
hama described the great naval battle of the 
Yalu river: 

They remember, too, the war correspon- 

ents Who came out of the west in 190, and, 

during the siege of the Pekin legations, sat 

here in Snanghai and concocted the most out- 
rageous tales, which, cabled to Europe and 
America, caused such distress and anguish 
to the friends and relatives of the besieged 
ones as I hope I may never witness again. 


I was in Paris all that spring and the sum- 
mer of the boxer disturbances in China, 
and each day the news in,the London papers 
and that cabled over from New York was 
more heartrending. How vividly the war 
correspondent on the Astor house verandas 
described the burning alive of the legation 
people! of M. de Giers triumphantly pro- 
claiming his belief in the Christian religion 
as the flames licked around him! What 
pictures they drew of husbands shooting 
their wives, with boxers bursting in the 
doors of the rooms, etc. 

All these wicked inventions brought about 
the arrangements for the memoria! services 
In London, and then the last hopes fell. 
When the relief of the legation was effected 
and the besieged learned how the war cor- 
respondents in Shanghai had played upon 
the feelings of their families and friends at 
home, their wrath against the war corre- 
spondents was greater than against the 
boxers themselves. 

There were even threats of trying to re- 
cover damages from these graceless, irre- 
sponsible inventors, who had driven rela- 
tives insane, hastened the death of others, 
and brought numbers to nervous prostration 
and complete breakdown, through the con- 
tinued weeks of agonized suspense, cruelly 
intensified by the sensational yellow lies 
sent out from Shanghai. 

Now the war correspondents have gath- 
ered in force again, nine, nineteen, and a 
dozen coming on each successive ship, until 
forty odd are assembled at Tokio, where they 
have awaited the.pleasure of the govern- 
ment. Comic tales come over, and cartoons, 
too, of weary war correspondents sitting 
around a social board, each chained by the 
} ankle to a leg of the table, which is labeled 
“Japanese Press Censorship.”” The Japa- 
nese government has them bound in fact. 
and they can do nothing but smile back at 
polite officers who are most solicitous in in- 
quiries for their good health. 

What the Japanese government can do 
with this army remains to be seen. Gen. 
Kitchener, as the sworn enemy of the war 
correspondent, abridged their liberties con- 
siderably in south Africa, and has urged a 
stricter limitation in the future, and that 
iron handed, iron hearted commander in 
chief must be chuckling with glee in his 
Himalayan headquarters as he hears how 
Tokio officials deal with that most difficult 
problem and unmanageable factor in all 
campaigns. : 

The war correspondents assembled in To- 
kio now can do nothing, can learn nothing, 
and even their mildest dispatches, it is said, 
have all been returned to them, togethér 
with the money paid for cable tolls, every 
night fora month. As local editors observe, 
Japan is not waging war for the purpose of 
supplying sensational news to the British 
and American public, and is justified in main- 
taining absolute secrecy concerning the 
movements of troops. 

As each correspondent has to be accom- 
panied by an interpreter the force of non- 
combatants around headquarters will be a 
considerable one when the land campaign 
regularly begins. None of them speaks Jap- 
anese, Corean, or Manchu dialects, only a 
few know Russian, so that news gathering 
will be a difficult task for the most truthful 
and painstaking. 

If there were seven instead of forty-seven 
American war correspondents the Japanese 
officers could do much more forthem. The 
thing has been overdone in the ustial Ameri- 
can way, and to call off, to leash up, these 
dogs.of war would help the American public 
to get more and more reliable news as the 
contest drags on. , 

Shanghai is not the news center now that 
it was in 1900, and its good hotels do not 
comfortably accommodate the company of 
inventors of bunders that they then held. 
The bunders bound from the club to the chief 
hotel much as ever, and the fall of Port 
Arthur has been cried so often that none 
will believe it when it finally happens. The 
home and headquarters of the “ bunder ”’ is 
now at Chefoo. Chemulpo’s usefulness is 
all gone as a source of sensations since the 
Japanese hold it, and all the telegraph lines 
in Corea are Japanese, and the censorship 
is rigid.

Pioneer Surgeon 
Dead in Chicago. 


| 


Dr, Ralph N. Isham, for nearly fifty years 
one of Chicago’s leading. physicians, died 
early yesterday morning at the residence of 
his daughter, Mrs. Arthur L. Farwell, in 
Lake Forest. Dr. Isham retired from active 
practice six years ago and spent much of 
his time in travel. Three months ago he was 
stricken with cancer of the stomach. 

Dr. Isham was born in Herkimer county, 
N. Y., in 1831. After being graduated from 
the Herkimer academy he entered the office 
of Dr. Valentine Mott of New York City, 
under whom he studied until 1854. Aftera 
brief term as interne in Bellevue hospital 
his health failed and he went abroad. Upon 
his return in November, 1855, he came to 
Chicago. 

Rush Medical college was the only one In 
the city at that time, and four years later 
Dr. Isham, with Dr. N. S. Davis, Dr. J. M. 
Hollister, and Dr. Edmund Andrews, founded 


-the Chicago Medical college, which became 


the Medical school of Northwestern univer- 
sity. 

At the beginning of the civil war Dr. Isham 
was appointed surgeon in charge of the 
Marine hospital, near the site of the present 
Rush street bridge. He continued in that 
capacity until the end of the war. 

Later he became first surgeon of the Cook 
County hospital and of the Passavant Me- 
morial hospital. He also was consulting 
surgeon on the staff of the Presbyterian 
hospital, while conducting an office practice. 

Dr. Isham was a member of many medical 
societies, the Chicago Historical society, and 
the University club. He was an honorary 
member of the New York State Medical so- 
ciety. With Mrs. Isham he had traveled 
much in Europe and the orient, and had de- 
voted considerable time to the collection of 
a biographical and historical library. 

Dr. Isham in 1856 married Miss Catherine 
Snow, a daughter of G. W. Snow, a Chicago 
pioneer. The widow and four children sur- 
vive him. They are Dr. George Isham, Mrs. 
Arthur L. Farwell, Ralph Isham, and Mrs. 
George A. Carpenter.

The outcome of the conference meet on 
Marshall field next Saturday, the fourth 
since the formation of the “ big nine,”’ has 
been almost the sole topic of conversation 
during the last week wherever college men 
have met. Arguments in favor of the 


chances of this or that athlete have bee 


heard on every hand and will continue t 
be heard up ‘to the time when Starter Du 
Plessis’ pistol cracks to start the 100 yard 
dash next Saturday afternoon. 

That the meet this year will be the great- 
est since the organization of the ‘‘ confer- 
ence” is freely admitted by every one con- 
cerned with the arrangements. The entry 
list is the largest, numbering 393 individual 
competitors. The distribution of the ath- 
letes is the widest, seventeen colleges and 
universities having taken advantage of the 
committee’s policy of having an “open 
meet.”

Comiskey’s Team Returns from East- 
 ¢rn Trip with Creditable Record,

Both of Chicago's baseball clubs will be at 
home today, the White Stockings returning 
from the most succesful eastern trip they 
have had in several years to play one game 
here preliminary to opening a long June 
Series on their own grounds; and the Colts 
for the last game of a long stay at home 
preparatory to making their longest trip of 
the year. The south siders will have for their 
Opponents the Cleveland team, with Larry 
Lajoie at its head, and the Colts will enter- 
tain the Pirates from Allegheny, who have 
shown signs of new life recently. 


Chicago is so good a Sunday baseball city | 


that it is a poor “holiday town,” consequently 
both teams will be away from home tomor- 
row, the White Sox's Decoration day date be- 
ng scheduled for Cleveland and the Colts’ for 
incinnati, where it looks as if there would 
be an interesting battle for first place be- 
tween Selee’s men and the reds. 

The White Stockings, although they did not 
get quite an even break on their tour through 
the strong east, came near enough to it to. 
answer all purposes, and, as that met the ex- 
pectations of their admirers, they will find 
& warm welcome today, weather permitting, 
of course. They got a bad start in Philadel- 
phia, but wound up by winning six and losing. 
seven games from eastern clubs. One game 
Was postponed in Washington. If that could 
have been played and won the result would 
have been an even split. The Comiskeyites 
also lost two twelve inning games, showing 
that if they had had an even break on the 
juck in those two contests they would .ave 
more than made good on anticipations. ° 

Starting out with three defeats out of four 
games in Philadelphia, the White Stockings 
Won two and lost one at Washington, then 
took 4wo out of three from Griffiths’ New 
York Highianders, and finished up in Boston 
by losing two out of three to the world’s 
champions. 

The only western club which did better than 
the White Sox in the east was Cleveland, 
which took a big brace in batting and walked 
away with eight out of twelve games.

The record shows that the western four 
wop twenty-three games, while the eastern 
quartet won twenty-seven out of the fifty 
games played, and if the Detroit club had 
kept up its end there would have been an 
even split between the sections.

The work of catching will 
now deVolve wholly on Eddie McFarland, 
and in case of an accident to him Comiskey 
would be in the same hard position as last 
summer. It is unfortunate that a deal had 
already been closed disposing of Claude Per- 
ry to Indianapolis, as he is badly needed now 
‘@s a substitute. 

The home series which the Colts wil] wind 
up this afternoon has been a highly success- 
ful one, both from the financial standpoint 
and in the results. Although deprived of the

Evans and others was not in evidence. It 
might have been had he shot it 6ut straight, 
but instead he whipped it in with an over- 
hand chop, thus landing with the Inner side 
of his glove and with little steam behind 
it at that. His work looked showy, Dut wus 
far from effective, and Neil took all he could 
hand out to him without backing up. 

Frankie’s play was to get close and he kept 
boring in until he did. Once within range of 
his opponent he showed the fighting stuff 
that was in him and actually knocked out 
Tommy in less than ninety seconds of fight- 
ing, as he did not get started in the first 
minute. His first, and, in fact, all.of his 
blows were delivered with the left and the 
objective point, the body. It took only afew 
of his terrific lefthanders to send Tommy 
to the floor for the count of nine and only a 
few more, when he arose, to straighten him 
out on the canvas for the count of ten. It 
was Neil's first local appearance and those 
that witnessed his performance voted him 
the king bee of his division. A match be- 
tween him and Harry Forbes would pack any 
club in the city. 

When Benny Yanger of Chicago trimmed 
Charles Neary of Milwaukee in the Cream 
City followers of things pugilistic there re- 
ceived a jolt from which they will not re- 
cover in many moons. Never since they 
learned the difference between a feather 
pillow and a boxing glove—and that is not so 
long ago—have they taken anything so to 
heart as they did the defeat of their cham- 


pion. 


Charley, to their way of thinking, was 
unbeatable—that is, in his own bailiwick— 
and when Yanger was declared the winner 
by Referee James Bardell they forgot there 
ever were such words as “fair play,” and 
straightway sailed in tq slug the man who 
justly decided against their boy. The scene 
which followed the referee's declaration bor- 
dered on the rough house. Neary’s trainer, 
an officer of the peace, it is said, started 
the rough house by assaulting Bardell as 
he was leaving the ring. 

His uncalled for-action was the opening 
wedge for the crowd of hostile Nearyites 
to slip into and they did as though drilled 
for the occasion. Jimmy had troubles of 


his own fighting off the crowd of hoodlums 


and received but little assistance from the 
officers assigned to the arena to preserve 
order. They escorted him to an exit leading 
into au alley, pushed him into the dark, and 
advised him to dig out. Fine protection that, 
with a pack of cowardly hoodlums barking at 
his heels. But could one blame the pack of 
misnamed sports for attempting to slug the 
referee? Did he not declare their pride and a 
“native son” at thata loser? Was his de- 
cision not criminal? What right had he to 
mar Neary’s long list of earned and un- 
earned victories with a defeat? Was there 
ever such injustice, from a Milwaukee an- 
gle? The Cream City hoodlums answer 
“no” to the last question, hence their as- 
sault on the ring official. 

* Last January I had occasion to write an 
article, on inside information, anent the box- 
ing condition of affairs in Milwaukee regard- 
ing Neary. I stated that the fight promoters 
could not stand for Neary to lose, as he was 
their mainstay, their only drawing card, and 
that a defeat for their box office fighter 
meant financial loss to the game. He was 
their dollars and cents, but fortunately his 
long stalled off defeat came at closing shop 
time, and the disgraceful happenings on the 
night’ of May 20, also Neary’s defeat, will 
be forgotten. If not that, then smoothed 
over, when the fall season opens. 

Credit, however, mus. be given the Mil- 
waukee sporting writers and also to Neary 
for acknowledging Yanger’s superiority, but 
it came with bad grace to state the fight was 
fixed for Yanger to win, and that Bardell 
had been fixed to give Benny the decision 
irrespective of anything that might have 
transpired. Unprejudiced witnesses of the 
contest say the Chicagoan went around 
Charley like a cooper goes around a barrel, 
that he never fought better, and that the 
Milwaukeean never had a look-in. This was 
practically acknowledged by a large number 
of Neary’s admirers, so why try to throw 
cold water on Yanger’s well earned victory? 
Charley-is a sturdy youngster, shy on science 
but long on strength, hitting powers, an¢é 
gameness, and though defeated was not dis- 
graced. 

Jimmy Gardner, the Lowell, Mass., light- 
weight, demonstrated his right to cope with 
the best fighters in his division for cham- 
pionship honors when he stopped tough 
George Memsic in less than three rounds at 
the Battery D club. George is anything but 
a clever ring performer, but his aggressive- 
ness, ruggedness, and his slam bang style of 
milling make him a formidable opponent 
for the best of them.

His first defeat at the hands 
of Corbett astounded the fistic world, as 
Terry, at that time, was considered invinci- 
ble. Terry’s first upset came s0 quickly it 
was considered a fluke, but he had no ex- 
cuses to offer when Corbett put it on him at 
San Francisco. A victory over Hanlon will 
again put him in line for a match with his 
only conqueror, and his old admirers would 
like to see him turn thetrick. Hanlon aiso 
has an old score to settle with Corbett, so 
the pair will have a strong incentive to fight 
for all that is in them when they hook up.

For the First Time Since 1841 the Brft- 
ish Sovereign Will Occupy Royal 
Box, with President Loubet and 
King Humbert as Guests—Many 
French Horses Entered, Gouvernant 
Being Favorite—Henry I. and John 
O’Gaunt Are Second Choices, 


The 125th anniversary of the English Der- 
by, which occurs on Wednesday next, will 
be the first time since 1841, when Queen Vic- 
toria saw Coronation beat twenty-eight oth- 
ers, that the royal pavilion has been occupied 
by the reigning monarch. King Edward will 
be present,.accompanied by his queen and 
most of the royal family, together with 
President Loubet of France and the king 
of Italy. .The reserved inclosure will contain 
most’ of the French nobility, for a French 
horse is first favorite, and confident hopes 
are entertained that Gouvernant will follow 
in the footsteps of Gladiateur, which took 
the great race across the channel in 1865. 

This year France will play a particularly 
strong hand, as Ajose will assist his stable 
companion, Gouvernant, while a third repre- 
sentative, Roi de Rome, will run independ- 


ently. . 
America’s Chances Poor. 

At one time it looked as if America would 
hold a strong hand for the Derby of 1904, 
but the death of his nominator, Mr. Whit- 
ney, disqualified Hands Down. Lancashire, 
good 2 year old as he was, has grown but 
little, and has not improved with age. The 
only hope left, therefore, is Kingston's other 
son, Bobrinski, and he is not at all promis- 
ing, despite the high price Mr. Faber paid 
for the colt at the Keene dispersal sale. 

As far as the English horses which will 
go to the post are concerned, the best of 
them are conceded to be ten pounds inferior 
to Pretty Polly, which, despite her sex, 
would be an odds on favorite were she en- 
gaged. By some unfortunate oversight, the 
name of Maj. Loder’s great filly was omitted 
from the Derby, though she was entered in 
all the other great races and is looked upon 
as a certainty for the Oaks, am 

St. Amant Performs Badly. 

St. Amant, which ran third to her and the 
Kingston colt, Lancashire, for the Cham- 
pagne stakes last year, won the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas so easily at the end of last 
month that he became favorite for the Derby 
at 6 to 4, but two weeks ago he sadly tar- 
nished his reputation by running third in the 
mile and a quarter Newmarket stakes to 
Henry the First and John O’Gaunt, which 
had finished third and s cond to him in the 
Guineas. 

Henry the First, a son of Melton and the 
St. Simon mare, Simena, is owned by the 
wealthy stock broker, Mr. Musker. Like all 
the Meltons, heis a, big colt, inclined to 
coarseness, although hardly suited to the 
ups and downs of the Derby course. Henow 
holds the position of second favorite jointly 
with John O’Gaunt, which he beat only a 
few inches in the Newmarket stakes. 

John O’Gaunt is a son of Isinglass, a 
Derby winner, out of the famous La Fieche. 
He was purchased as a yearling at the sale 
of the Sledmere youngsters for $15,000 by Sir 
John Thursby, acting under the advice of 
W. Duké, his American trainer. Duke had 
charge of the colt asa 2year old, but is with 
him*no longer, as he left Sir John’s employ 
last fall to take a position as trainer for W. 
K. Vanderbilt. 

Gentleman Rider Ambitious. 

Sir John’s eldest son, George, is undoubted- 
ly the best amateur rider in England. Ashe 
can do the weight necessary in the big clas- 
sics, it is his ambition to ride the winner of 
one of them, a feat no gentleman rider has 
ever yet accumplished. In consequence hein- 
sisted on riding John in the Guineas, which, 
in thé opinion of many good judges, the son of 
La Fleche would have won with a more ex- 
perienced rider on his back. At any rate, the 
amateur threw away the Newmarket stakes, 
fur which Henry 1., after fintshing two 
lengths behind him in the Guineas, just beat 
John O’Gaunt, owing to Jockey Madden’s 
superior riding. It is said Danny Maher will 
ride Sir John’s horse in the Derby, in which 
‘case the American jockey probably will re- 
peat his success of last year, but it is hardly 
likely young Thursby will throw away such 
an excellent chance of realizing his ambition. 


No Entry from King’s Stables. 


His majesty has no hopes on the coming 
occasion of repeating his success with Per- 
simmon and Diamond Jubilee, for the royal 
stable contains no 3 year old this year worthy 
of bearing his colors. No doubt the field on 
Wednesday will be larger than has been the 
case in recent years, for, owing to the open 
appearance of the race, a good many for- 
lorn hopes will be started on the off chance.

As to Mr. Croker’s Irish bred colt Cldnmell, 
at one time a prominent favorite and prob- 
ably backed to win more money than any 
other horse in the race, he has gone utterly 
to the bad. This fine son of Florizel and 
Jernor won his only race as a 2 year old so 
easily, that his owner had great hopes of his 
taking the Derby also, but he developed a 
bad habit, common with American colts, but 
rare among English youngsters. Every pos- 
sible means has been tried to cure him, but 
the only effective one could not be resorted 
to under the rules for the race. 


How the Treck Is Arranged. 

The grand stand from which the public 
views the great race isa massive stone struc- 
ture five stories high. It is situated a mile 
and a half from the old town of Epsom, 
which is fourteen miles from Charing Cross, 
the center of London. The stand faces 
s.ightly south of east, but its occupants see 
little of the finish, for the winning post is in 
front of the royal box, over 500 feet to the 
south. This intervening space is occupied 
by Tattersall’s inclosure and the weigh- 
ing room, which is just beneath the clock. 

In front of Tattersall’s stand is the betting 
lawn reserved for members of the famous 
club, who alone are permitted to make a 
book in it, though any bookmaker can oper- 
ate in the space that separates the main 
stand from the course. 

The royal pavilion and the lawn in front 
of it are reserved for royalty and specially 
invited guests. From the reserved inclosure 
there are several entrances to Tattersall's 
ring, and the leading bookmakers line up 
along the rails which separate the two. so

Tybalt Capulet, Mercutio Montague, and 
Warl Paris were killed in quarrels growing 
out of the feud; Romeo Montague and his 
girl bride, Juliet Capulet-Montague, commit- 
ted suicide, and Lady Montague died of grief 
over the loss of her only son Romeo.

‘ROYAL DANISH SCANDAL, 


QUEEN DOWAGER WEDS AND THE 
CROWN PRINCE SULKS. 


In a Burst of Anger He Kills His Fian- 
cee’s Father, and She, the Lady 
Ophelia, Loses Her Wits and Com- 
mits Suicide—Not Satisfied with This, 
Young Hamlet Writes a Play, and 
Lord Laertes Challenges Him to a 
Deel, 


. ELSINORE, Denmark, April 1, 702.—There 
is something rotten in the state of Denmark. 
Just what it is the unhappy people of this un- 
happy kingdom cannot well make out. The 
censorship established by Lord Polonius; late 
prime minister to his majesty, King Claudius, 
| is still in éffect, and news of the court per- 

colates but slowly through the castle walls. 

All sorts of rumors have been afloat, ru- 


nected story, for the details of which your 
correspondent is indebted to a young college 
chum of Crown Prince Hamlet, an aristo- 
crat named Horatio. 

It qppears that the crown prince was s0 
much affected by the death of his father, 
King Hamlet, that he forgot to attend the 
subsequent coronation ceremonies, where- 
upon his Uncle Claudius seized the crown 
and usurped the throne. Hamlet would have 
stood for this all right, as his is not an am- 
bitious temperament, but when Claudius, 
within a month after the royal obsequies, 
married the queen dowager the young man 
began to sulk. 


The Melancholy Dane. | 

He became pale of face and sad of voice; 
sO much so that his familiars referred to 
him as the “ Melancholy Dane,” and his 
flancée, the Lady Ophelia, a daughter of the 
prime minister, could not by the exercise of 
that artlessness and tact which had made 
her famous at court, arouse him to his 
wonted spirits. 

The crown prince, according to Horatio, 
developed an almost insane desire to com- 
muni¢ate with his departed father. This 
desire became a mania, and finally to in- 
dulge him, Horatio and an officer of the 
guard, Capt, Marcellus, arranged for a spir- 
itualistic séance. 

The young prince asserts that he saw the 
materialized spirit of buried Denmark at 
this séance. Capt. Marcellus told your cor- 
respondent on the quiet that, believing it 
were well to humor the royal whim, he put 
up a job on his two friends and produced a 
property ghost for the occasion by tricking 
one of his soldiers out in habiliments be- 
longing to the late king. This soldier, be- 
ing something of a wag, told his royal mas- 
ter a ghost story for fair. He said that his 
brother Claudius had encompassed his death 
by pouring poison in his ear as he lay 
asleep under a tree in the cool of the day. 


The Prince Vows Vengeance. | 
Hamlet took the announcement seriously 
and vowed vengeance upon his stepfather. 
Apologists for the queen are not lacking. 
One of these, a courtier named Voltimand, 
volunteered the information that she had 
ho option but to accept Claudius. Having 
possessed himself of the crown, he naturally 
wielded great influence in the imperial 
kitchen, and he gave orders to the chef that 
the dowager be fed on nothing but funeral 
baked meats during the period of her widow- 
hood. Queen Gertrude is a healthy woman 
of forty-odd and naturally stale bread and 
cold game palled upon her palate. In des- 
peration she accepted her brother-in-law’s 
hand with the proviso that some hot roast 
beef should occasionally come her way. 


Pathetic Fate of Lady Ophelia. 
The most pathetic feature of the scandal, 


conscience, is the Lady Ophelia’s unhappy 
fate. 

She is dead; but she did not die until she 
was orphaned—orphaned by the hand that 
she had expected to shield her from harm all 
the days of her life. Prince Hamlet killed 
her father, Lord Polonius, and then he broke 
her heart; her reason was dethroned and she 
committed suicide. 

It seems that after Prince Hamlet began 
to show signs of aberration he, as is often 
the case with those who become lame witted, 
turned upon the Lady Ophelia and told her 
he had never loved her. 

It broke her heart, and she gave voice to 
her lamentations by declaring that the sweet 
bells in his upper story were jangled, out of 
tune, and harsh. 

Why the Bells Are Jangled. 

An impudent page, who had come in to ask 
her permission to attend a joust, made mat- 
ters worse by observing that they were jan- 
gled because bats had nested in his belfry. 
“This so provoked the prince that he fell into 
a reverie and began to mumble sométhing 
about ‘‘ To be or not to be,’” and wondered 
in half audible tones whether patient merit 
should bear the whips and scorns of time 
‘when he himself might his quietus make 
with a bare bodkin.” 

The Lady Ophelia, who was ever of a play- 
ful nature, thinking to divert his attention 
and arouse him from his despondency, here- 
upon smiled and coyly offered him her hat- 
pin. 

‘Angered the Prince. 

The ruse did not work. On the contrary, 
it angered the prince, who advised her to 
hie herself to a nunnery, adding, “ No! no, 
not that! a bodkin—a bare bodKin, it is more 
rhythmical, and will give some future bard 
a better chance to write me up.” - 

While all this was happening young Laer- 
tes, Ophelia’s brother, who had.been living 
in the Latin quarter at Paris, got word of 
his father’s death and hurried home witha 
chip on his shoulder. By the time he ar- 
rived his sister had gone daft and his meet- 
ing with her but accelerated his desire for 
revenge. 

By the time Laertes arrived the king was 
sore on Hamlet for many reasons. In the 


first place the young man had dropped in 


oné afternoon at his mother’s boudoir and 
had a heart to heart talk with her which 
made her ashamed of herself. 


Hamlet Writes a Play. 

Again, he had acted as royal angel to a 
strolling theatrical troupe, and had them 
produce a play of his own composition In the 
presence of the court. It was a problem 
play. but the king found the key all right, and 
was so overcome with emotion that he had 
to leave the royal box before the curtain fell. 

At the present writing-the relations be- 
tween Lord Laertes and the crown prince 
are strained to the breaking point. Gossip 
{s rife in the streets of Blsinore to the effect 
that a duel has been arranged between them 
—a duel to the death. 


Rumor of a Reconciliation.

Learned Young Doctor of Laws from 
Padua Holds Court in Venice and 
ablishes a Precedent Which 
Bankrupts a Well Known Money 
Lender, One Shylock, Who Had Cov- 
enanted for a Pound of Flesh—The 
Fair Bride of Belmont. | ’ 


VENICE, July 4, 1550.—{Special.]—The 
high court of justice in this ducal state has 
just established a precedent, and, incidental- 
ly, it has bankrupted a usurer—one Shylock, 
) whose fame asa money lender was not con- 
fined to Venice, but extended to every part 
of the world in which vessels from the Adri- 
atic find anchorage and commerce, for bot- 
tomry has beén a favorite security with him. 

The precedent was set by a learned young 
doctor of laws who is not a member of the 
Venetian bar, but who held court as a cour- 
tesy to Judge Bellario of Padua, the latter 
being ill. The yourlg man’s name ia Bal- 
thagar, and, after handing down his opinion, 
he mysteriously disappeared, and diligent 
inquiry has failed to find him. 

No sympathy is felt here for Shylock, who 
has been a familiar figure upon the Rialto 
for-almost 4 generation, and who has never 
been “known to compound with a debtor so 
long as that debtor had a ducat to his name. 


He Hates the Good Antonio. 

_ Many is the poor unfortunate he has sent 
to prison and many others he would have 
sent but for the kindly interference of a 
highly esteemed local philanthropist, An- 
tonio, sometime Known as “ the merchant 
prince.” Shylock has , hated Antonio for 
more than two decades and has been plot- 
ting to get him Into his meshes. There is 
grim irony, not to say poetic justice, in the 
fact that the usurer fell into the pit he had 
digged for his arch enemy. 

It seems that Antonio’s friend, Bassanio, 
@ handsome gentleman, was, .until his re- 
cenit marriage with a wealthy lady of Bel- 
mont, Portia by name, somewhat run down 
at the heel financially.

for the fair Portia’s hand. Antonio, who is | 
really generous to a fault, would - have 
obliged him in a minuté; but all his ships 
were at sea and he could not realize upon 
his argosies ufitil a later date.

It Surprised the Traders.

But that was not all; soon it became bruit- 
éd about that Shylock had refused to accept 
interest for the 3,000 ducats, and then it was 
the Rialto wondered if the usurer had taken 
leave of his senses. He had not, though he 
was sorely tried, almost before the ink was 
dry upon the parchment that witnessed the 
transaction, for Shylock's daughter, Jessica, 
eloped that self-same night, and; what is. 
more, she eloped with a rollicking young 
chap who had heretofore been mainly dis- 
tinguished for his shiftlessness. 

The promissory note executed by Antonio 
and Bassanio had ceased to be a nine day 
wonder; Bassanio had gone to Belmont and 
was received with favor; the wedding day 
was set. While he and his flancée were dis- 
cussing plans for the nuptials and studying 
a map of the Mediterranean, with their 
thoughts upon a honeymoon, Bassanio re- 
ceived a letter from Antonio that made him 
turn pale.

USURPER MACBETH KILLED: 
DEATH DISCLOSES CRIMES. 


Attack on Castle by Prince Malcolm and 
Macduff, Who Say Victim Murdered 
King Duncan. 


DUNSINANE, Scotland, May 28, 1039.— 
Macbeth, who seized the throne of Scotland 
after the murder of the late King Duncan 
‘n the former's castle at Inverness, was killed 
tonight while repelling an attack on his 
castle here, headed by Malcolm, son of the 
late king, and Lord Macduff, adviser and 
friend of the young prince. 

Macbeth fell in a hand to hand encounter 

with Macduff, who sought him out for the 
purpose of slaying him. Hundreds of the 
“ollowers of both factions fell in the battle, 
which took place outside the castle moat, 
In slaying Macbeth, Macduff declares that 
he not only righted a national wrong, but 
secured. vengeance for the murder of his 
wife and son, which he lays to the hirelings 
of the fallen usurper. 
When the attacking party entered the 
castle, Malcolm sought his cousin, the Lady 
Macbeth, to protect her from possible vio- 
lence, but found her dead in her boudoir. 
She had died just before the attack, accord- 
ing to her maid, who declared that the last 
hours of her mistress had been filled with 
strange halucinations, in which her constant 
effort was to wash away imaginary biood 
stains from her hands. 


Regicide Charge Supported. 

The statement of the maid confirms sus- 
picions that have long been rife in the king- 
dom that Macbeth himself killed the king, 
spurred on to the deed by his ambitious wife. 
The publication of this fact throughout the 
kingdom, it is believed, will reconcile all to 
the death of Macbeth, and will make easy the 
reign of Malcolm, whom Macduff proposes at 
once to proclaim king. 

After the fall of the Macbeth castle much 
that has been covertly hinted at concerning 
the death of Lord Banquo and others soon 
after Duncan’s murder has become open 
talk, and is verified by Macduff and mem- 
bers of his following; especially by Lord 
Ross. These stories involve a l%ng series of 
crimes, inspired by the promise of a witch, 
in which the Lord and Lady Macbeth ap- 
peared to have a strdnge belief. 


Wife Urged Him On. 
She it was who planned the murder of the 
king in their castle and laid the plot by which 


tendants. The murder was committed at 
midnight, while the guards were in a deadly 
sleep from the drugged wine with which 
the woman had plied them. His stab- 
bing of the guards in an apparent frenzy the 
following morning is said to have been a part 
of the plot.

GENERAL OTHELLO MURDERS. 
WIFE AND COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Self-Murder Results from Learning He 
Had Slain a Woman Who Was Guilt- 
* less of Any Wrongdoing. 


CYPRUS, July 16, 1608.—Gen. Othello, a 
Moor whose military prowess is known in 
many lands, tonight murdered his wife, Des- 
domona, a woman noted for her beauty and 
charitable works. Jealousy prompted the 
murder. Almost as soon as the crime had 
been committed the Moor learned he had 
been tricked by one of his officers, Iago by 
name, that his wife was innocent. En- 
raged at the manner at which he had been 
ensnared and overwhelmed by the horror 
of his deed, Othello later committed suleide, 
saying that by murdering his wife he had 
‘thrown away a pearl worth all his tribe.” 

Desdtmona was the daughter of Braban- 
tio, a wealthy merchant, and he opposed the 
union of his child with the Moor.

She indignantly denied 
his charges and attempted to explain away 
the suspicious circumstances. Othello, how- 
ever, was too enraged to listen or believe 
and, seizing a pillow from her bed, he smoth- 
ered her with it. ; 

On the arrival of neighbors he told them 
what he had done and why. They expos- 
tulated with him and told him she was inno- 
cent of the charges and finally proved to him 
that he had been imposed upon by Iago. 

When the truth finally dawned upon him he 
cut his throat and fell beside the body of 
the woman who was the victim of his unjust

Cesar, dictator of Rome, was assassinated 
In the senate last evening by a band of cone 
spirators led by Marcus Brutus and Caius 
Cassius. The people, led by Mare Antony, 
have risen in revolt against the conspirators 
Brutus ard Cassius have fled from the city, 
The other conspirators have been arrested. 
Gen. Cesar arrived at the senate shortly 
before 9 o'clock) and, after dismissing his 
chariot, sauntered through the forum, stop 
ping occasionally to exchange greetings with 
his many friends. His bodyguard was not 
“with him. 
When Gen. Caesar entered the senate hé 
took his acéustomed place near the tribune 
to listen to the debate. Marcus Brutus wag 
in the tribune at the time. No one suspected 
the tragedy that was impending. , 
Suddenly it was observed that there was@ 


‘Metellus Cimber, whose disfranchisement 
by the order of Gen. Caesar created comment 
some weeks ago, approached the general 
with a petition for a restoration of his polit- 
ical rights.

Gen. Ceesar staggered a few feet to thé 
statue erected in honor of Gen. Pompey and 
supported himself against the pedestal, 
looking around in vain for Mare Antony and 
the latter’s friends. They were not present, 
however, and the dictator was surspunded 
by his enemies. : 


Fatal Blow from Brutus. 

It remained for Marcus Brutus to deliver 
the fatal thrust. Descending from the 
tribune he approached Gen. Cesar and 
stabbed him to the heart. The general fell 
to the floor at the foot of the Pompey statue, 
and, with @ look of reproach at Brutus, said: 

And you, too, Brutus?” 


Brutus Calms the People. 


conspirators left the senate in a body and 
repaired to the forum, where already the 
news of the tragedy had attracted an im- 
mense crowd. The excitement was intense, 
and Brutus, to quiet the crowd, made a brief 


essary to take Gen. Cesar’s life in order to 
preserve the liberties of the republic. 
Senator Brutus’ remarks had the effect of 
quieting the crowd for the time being. The 
conspirators then withdrew to Brutus’ house, 
where they remained in conference during 
the greater part of the night. 


Antony’s Funeral Oration. 

The funeral of Gen. Cesar was held in the 
forum today, and was attended by an im- 
mense crowd of people. Marc Antony had 
been requested to deliver the oration. The 
people were suspicious of Antony, as it was 
known that he had been in conference with 
Senators Brutus and Cassius earlier in the 
day, and it was feared that he had been won 
over. This fear, howéver, proved to be 
groundless. 

Antony’s address is declared by all who 
heard it to be the best he has ever made 
in Rome. He professed friendship to the 
conspirators, but it was soon seen that his 
remarks held a hidden meaning, and in a 
few minutes the entire populace understoog 
that Antony was appealing to Rome to ris6 
and punish the treason. Mr. Antony spoke 
in part as follows: 

Friends, Romans, Countrymen: Lend me your 
ears. I come to bury Cesar, not to praise him, 
The evil that men do lives after them. The good. 
is oft interred with their bones. So let it be with 
Cesar. The noble Brutus hath told you thas 
Cesar was ambitious. If it were so, it was.@ 
grievous fault and grievously hath Cesar an- 
swered for it. He was my friend, faithful and 
just to me. But Brutus says he was ambitious 
and Bru is an honorable man. 

Cesar brought many captives to Rome and their 
ransom filled the public treasury. Was this ame 
bition? (Cries of No,” “ No."] When the poor 
cried Cesar wept. Ambition should have beew 
made of sterner stuff. You all know what hape 
pened in the Lupercal, when three times I offered 
Cesar the kingly crown. Each time he refused it 
Was that the refusal of an ambitious man? [Cries 

Reads Cesar’s Will. ’ 

Fellow-citizens, here is a paper I found today 
at Caesar's house. It is his last will. I won'tread 
it to you.

O, now you 
weep, indeed, and I perceive you feel the pangs of 
pity! 

Mob Spirit Aroused. | 

At this point the fury of the people blazed 
forth, and even Mare Antony could not have 
restrained them if he would. A mob of 10, 
000 persons formed in an instant and swept 
through the streets, shouting “ Death to the 
traitors!’ “ Kill!’ Burn!’** Fire!” 

Brutus and Cassius heard the sounds of 
the tumult and realized at once that the 
city had been aroused. Wasting né@an in- 
stant’s time they fled, thus escaping witm 
their lives. é

‘Banks Next to King. 
| Dr. Randall Thomas Davidson—for that 


‘is his name—holds the highest office in the, 


‘British realm. As the ninety-fifth arch- 
‘bishop of Canterbury, dating from the foun- 
iatidn of the see in A. D. 597, he ranks imme- 
diately next to royalty, having the “ pas” 
wWver every one of the king’s subjects, no 
‘matter whether duke, premier, lord high 
“chancellor, or secretary of state. This is 
only right and fitting. For there is no dig- 
inity so hoary with antiquity as the arch- 
‘bishopric of Canterbury, of which the first 
| holder was St. Augustine, while among his 
‘successors are several prelates who are re- 
Vvered as saints by the Roman Catholic 
church, including St. Thomas & Becket, who 
was murdered in the Cathedral of Canter- 
Dury 7.5 years ago. The prestige and im- 
portance of the primate of all.England date 
from the earliest times, and prior to the 
reformation the pope was wont at councils 
to place the archbishop of Canterbury on 
his right hand, giving him precedence over 
all other’archbishops, Urban IL. referring to 
him as “‘alterius orbis papa" (the pope of 
another world). 

Among the most important and least known 
of the prerogatives of the archbishop of 
Canterbury is that of heading the contmis- 
gion of great dignitaries of the realm, who 
form a species of council of regency in the 
event of some time intervening between the 
gemma’ of a sovereign an. the assumption 
of the reins of government by his or her 
guccessor. The last occasion when the pri- 
mate was called upon to fulfill this office 
was on the death of Queen Anne, when some 
days elapsed before George, elector of Han- 
over, could reach England and take pos- 
gwession of the throne of Great Britain. 

Had, for instance, anything untoward 
“happenea to King Edward while the prince 
of Wales was traveling round the world-.on 
board the Ophir three years ago, and had no 
special provision been made for such a fa- 

tality, the archbishop of Canterbury, as- 
‘sisted by the lord high chancellor, the pre- 
gnier, and other of the great officers of the 
crown, would either have taken the neces- 
gary steps to invest Queen Alexandra or 
the duke of Connaught with the regency, or 
ezise Would themselves have exercised’ the 

executive duties of the new sovereign until 


his return to England. 


Close Friend of Sovereign. 

No prelate of the church of Kngland has 
enjoyed a greater degree of intimacy with 
the reigning famil} than the present arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who until his eleva- 
tion to the primacy last year was the spir- 
itual adviser to the king, as he had like- 
wise been te the late Queen Victoria, to 
whom he administered the last rites of the 
church. In this ¢apacity he bore the title 
of the “ clerk of the closet.’ In prereforma 
tion times this dignitary “was usually the 
father confessor of the sovereign, but since 
the establishment of the church of Eng- 
Jand the clerk has invariably been a bishop, 
who, strictly speaking, is required to stand 
‘at the right of the monarch in the royal 
tioset or gallery during divine service ** to 
remove such doubts as may arise concerning 
spiritual matters in the mind of theruler.”’ 

Neither King Edward nor Queen Victoria 
ever required Dr. Davidson to stand by their 
chairs during divine service during his 
tenure of the office of clerk of the closet. 
Nor did they enter into long conversations 
with him about frivolous’ matters with the 
pbject of vihiling away the tedium of the 
Bermon when the latter happened to be 
dreary, as some of their predecessors, nota- 
bly George I. and George II., were in the 
habit of doing: But he ministered religious 
fronsolation to them whenever they stood in 
meed thereof, and, moreover, it fell to his 
share to prepare a large number of the 
younger members of the royal family for 
zonfirmation. 


. His Appearance Not Impressive. 
Archbishop Davidson, who is about fifty- 
fix years of age, is got an imposing looking 
man, and his appearance is neither decora- 
Rive nor impressive. He is fully aware of the 
fact, and when on the occasion of a public 
meeting at Winchester one of his admirers,, 
wishing in the course of a speech to call at- 
;*ention to his hard work, remarked that 
he was not “an ornamental bishop,” all 
present were convulsed with laughter, no 
‘ne joining more heartily in the merriment 
‘that Dr. Davidson himself. In fact, he has 


_,/@ keen sense of humor, and,.like most men 


, thus endowed, is exceptionally broad mind- 
ed. This he shows by the friendly relations 
which he entertains with the clergy of differ- 
ent religious denominations. : 

He was a warm and intimate friend of the 
Yate Cardinal Vaughan, and has, when in 
‘'Scetiand, not only attended Presbyterian 
services but even filled Presbyterian pulpits. 
While he is the president of the Church of 
England Temperance society, he is not a 
total abstainer, but believes in the use of 
gicoholic beverages im strict moderation. 
et there is no prelate now living who has 
®endered more good service in behalf of the 
cause of temperance in England, and the 
measures in its behalf which he proposed 
“nd championed in the house of lords in 
‘2901 led to the enactment of the habitual 
Inebriates law, which, although only in 
@peration since the beginning of last year 
tas done a considerable amount of good. 


Once Declined Primacy. 


Dr. Davidson enjoys the distinction of hav- 
ing been offered the primacy eight years ago 
while still considerably under 650 years of 
mse. Archbishop Benson died Queen 
Victoria expressed her wish that he should 
become his successor. Dr. Davidson, how- 
ever, requested permission to decline the 
honor, and Dr. Temple, then bishop of Lon- 
don, was nominated to the see of Canterbury 
inthis stead. The feason which Dr. Davidson 
gave for refusing the promotion was the 
@elicacy of his health, which he has since 
outgrown. It originated in a gunshot wound 
which he received shortly after leaving col- 
Jege, and which threatened to wreck his en- 
tire career. It proved, however, the making 
of his fortune.. For the accident aroused the 
Sympathy of Archbishop Tait of Canter- 
bury. and in course of time he became first 
of all that prelate’s chaplain and secretary 
@nd then his son-in-law. 
Possessed of an infinite amount of tact, 
both his manners and his voice are infinitely 
smmore agreeable than those of his prede- 
cessor. The late Archbishop Temple’s voice 
“Was, indeed, extraordinarily harsh and rasp- 
""— @ peculiarity of which he was well 
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aware, and concerning which he used to tell 
all sorts of amusing stories, among others 
one to the effect that, having on a Sunday 
evening stepped into a back pew of a popu- 
lar church in the east end of London and 
joined in the singing of a Moody and Sankey 
hymn from a hymn book which had been ex- 
tended to him in friendly fashion by a labor- 
ing man, the latter, at the end of the first 
verse, had drawn the book away from him, 
giviig him a dig in the ribs with his 
elbow, had remarked in a loud whisper: 
“'Ere, dry up, mister; you're spoilin’ the 
show.” 


Receives $75,000 a Year. 

As archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. Davidson 
receives a stipend of $75,000 a year, derived, 
not from the national treasury, as so many 
people seem to believe, but from the property 
of the church, which is still enormously 
rich, yielding an income estimated in the 
neighborhood of $40,000,000, the administra- 
tion of the property being in the hands of a 
body known as the ecclesiastical commis- 
sioners, who pay to the archbishops and 
bishops their stipends, provide salaries for 
the minor dignitaries of the church, and 
spend the balance in improving parochial 
endowments and buildings, and in providing 
funds for additional clergy. 

In addition to this income the archbishop 
enjoys the use of an official residence within 
the cathedral precincts of Cariterbury, and 
of a stately palace in London on the bank 
of the Thames, almost opposite the houses 
of parliament at stminster. LamVeth 
palace has been the tropolitan abode of 
the archbishops of Cdnterbury since the 
twelfth century, the only interruption hav- 
ing been during the protectorate of Oliver 
Cromwell, when the chapel was converted 
into a dancing hall and the remainder of the . 
palace hired out to shopkeepers and mer- 
chants. There thearchbishop of Canterbury 
resides in great staté throughout the London 
season, his household being maintained on a 
princely scale, with. gentlemen in waiting, 
chaplains, .secretaries, pursebearers, and 
chamberlains. 

His entertainments are impressive affairs, 
and on at least three nights a. week there are 
the grand dinners and evening parties at 
the palace, which invariably excite the tre 
of that pious statesman, Henry Labouchere, 
M. P., who never fails in his weekly news- 
paper, Truth, to draw comparisons between 
the lavish expenditure and splendor of the 
primate and the poverty and absence of all 
ostentation that distinguish the founders of 
the Christian church. Fa 

Wife Also Is Coming. 

Seldom has the palace had a more gracious 
mistress than Mrs. Davidson, who will ac- 
company her husband to this country. Al- 
though the wife of one primate and the 
daughter of another, yet she has no share 
in his eminence, save that which is ac- 
corded to her by courtesy, and, officially 
speaking, she is outranked by the helpmate 
of any successful tradesman who happens 
to be knighted for municipal services, and of 
every petty colonial official who has re- 
ceived the lowest grade of the order of St. 
Michael and St. George. 

The position of the wives of the archbish- 


‘ops and bishops of the Church of England 


has always been an anomalous one since the 
days of the reformation. That they should 
have received no official recognition when 
the church was reorganized upon its present 
basis in the reign of King Henry VIII., must 
be aacribed to a survival of the ideas which 
then prevailed on the subject of the celibacy 
of the clergy. Queen Elizabeth, although 
she hounded the members of the church of 
Rome as criminals, nevertheless is recorded 
as having treated with the utmost scorn the 
wife of the then archbishop of Canterbury 
on- the occasion of paying a visit to the 
primate at the palace of Lambeth, declaring 
that she did not know what to call her or how 
to address her, thereupon turning her royal 
back upon her. " 

And, although Mrs. Davidson was a par- 
ticular favorite of the late Queen Victoria 
and enjoys in a marked degree the friend- 
ship of both King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra, yet in an official sense her position 


is, not one whit less anomalous than that 


of. the wife of Queen Elizabeth's primate, 
and while her husband is addressed as ‘‘ My 
Lord Archbishop’ and as “ Your Grace ’”’ 
in the same manner as dukes, she remains 
plain Mrs. Davidson.”

CANADIAN CABINET LETS OUT NO 
TARIFF FACTS. 


Ministry Is Assured of Bitter Fight No 
Matter What Decision Is Arrived At, 
and Is Postponing the Inevitable— 
Cardinal Gibbons Is 2 Welcome 
Guest During His Visit to Ottawa— 

‘special Events Are Arranged in His 
Honor, 


Ottawa, Ont., May 26.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The secret of the cabinet’s 
tariff intentions is being well kept. Nothing 
is allowed to get out beyond the fact that 
the government has been seriously consider- 
ing what can be done, if anything, to afford 
relief to the protected industries from the 
effects of American and British competition. 

Ministers find themselves in a difficulty on 


the subject. The ruinous conditions under 4° % 


which some of theseindustries are laboring 
call imperatively for the application of ef- 
fective remedies, but concessions to any of 
them means an outcry from all, and few 
members of parliament supporting the gov- 
ernment can be found who do not regard 
such a prospect with undisguised appre- 


hension. 

The Laurier administration may well hes- 
ftate before taking the plunge which would 
let loose upon them all the pent up dissat- 
isfaction of scores and hundreds of the rep- 
resentatives of Canadian industries who find 
themselves more or less hindered and ham- 
pered by the preference to British manu- 
factures and the sharp competition of the all 
pervading Americans. 


Cardinal Welcome in Canada. -¢ 


Cardinal Gibbons’ visit to the capital of 
Cariada for the blessing of the corner stone 
of the new arts building of the University 
of Ottawa, already chronicled in the tele- 
graphic columns, has been the event of the 
week. His eminence was received on his 
arrival from Baltimore by the members of 
the university faculty, the students, and a 
large body of functionaries of state, local 
authorities, and the most prominent citizens 
of Ottawa. The guard of honor was fur- 
nished by the Garde Champlain. 

A dinner in honor of his eminence was 
given in the evening by the governor general 
at government house, and another the fol- 
lowing evening by the Hon. N. A. Belcourt, 
speaker of the house of commons. After 
assisting at the grand pontifical mass and 
the blessing of the corner stone, his emi- 
nence attended a luncheon at Rideau rink, 
followed by a reception, to which women 
were admitted, and speeches. 

The next day his eminence visited the lead- 
ing Roman Catholic institutions of the capi- 
tal, including the Rideau street and Glouces- 
ter street convents, and after another great 
reception the principal public functions of 
the week ended and the official visit ter- 
minated today. 


Mutual Reserve Inquiry Is On. 

The special committec of the senate to in- 
vestigate the charges against the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life association is expected 
to meet almost immediately on the reassem- 
bling of that branch of parliament May 31. 
The case brought against the associatios 
is of a.\most serious character, and is 
largely based on the suits in the United 
States courts. charging mismanagement, in- 
solvertcy, and frauds, though complaints 
are also made by Canadian policy holders, 
which are now to be investigated. 

The committee has power to summon wit- 
nesses and examine them under oath, and 
call for papers, telegrams, and records. Ca- 
nadians are in one way and another inter- 
ested in the association to the extent of some 
$10,000,000. It is only just to the association 
to say that the latter have put in a bold 
defense, and claim to be heard at the bar 
of the senate, declaring they have complied 
with all the requirements of the insurance 
act of Canada, and are fully prepared to 
offer evidence in rebuital of the alleged 
testimony introduced by Senator Domville 
and others on the floor of the house. 


So-Called Cruisers Not Formidable. 


The story sent out far and wide that the 
government had decided to place three armed 
seventeen knot cruisers in commission, 
each carrying four guns of the latest-pattern, 
one of which cruisers was for the lakes in 
addition to the fisheries protection steamer 
for Lake Erie now building at Toronto, is 
quite wide of the mark. 


The facts are: There is to be a fishery pro- 


tection vessel for the lakes, to do duty chiefly 
on Lake Erie, and it will carry a seven 
pounder only. The other vessels will be 
training ships strictly. The appropriation 
for the entire naval training service, includ- 
ing the new ships, men’s pay, and everything 
else, does not exceed $250,000, and the per- 
manent force for all Canada is limited to 400 
nften.

He had been brought up as a Jew, but a 
strong anti-Semitic family in his native town 
offered him 800 guldens and a bride if he 
would join the Roman Catholic church. 
Schnur at fifst resisted and then consented 
and disappeared from his home.:

Giltsen, a Dumbrowa girl, who had been 
Schnur’s playmate from childhood. She 
loved him and had promised to be his 
wife when he had won enough of fortune to 
provide a home for them both. She raised a 
tearful voice of protest when Schnur disap- 
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NSTEAD of a tenement in the crowded - 
districts of the city, a farm on the prairies 
of Dakota. The change from the one con- 
dition to the other is being made possible 
for many poor of Chicago by an organiza-

Capital from Co-operative Bonds. 

To provide the capital needed to furnish the 
colonists with tools, implements, stock, seed, 
and supplies, until they become self-sustain- 
ing, or to make their land entries and build 
themselves comfortable habitations, it is 
proposed to issue bonds at a low rate of in- 
terest, based upon the value of the land taken 
up as well as upon the stock, implements, 
and products of the farms. These bonds will 
run for a sufficient time to enable the colon- 
ists to pay them without seriously cramping 


Raiffeisen credit banks of Europe the safest 
financial institutions in this world, and ena- 
bles them to borrow abundance of money at 
times when other banks are in panic. With 
bonds like these, hedged about with all the 
safeguards which experience has approved 
and based upon increasing values and de- 
creasing obligations, it is safe to assume that 
these securities will find a ready market and 
that the society will have no difficulty in 
raising abundant means to carry on its work. 
The society guarantees that not one cent of 
the money realized from the sale of these 
bonds shall be used for the general expenses 
of the organization, or for any other purpose 
than for the direct benefit of the colonists 
who will finally be called upon to pay the 
bonds. 


Not Colonists in Usual Sense. 


While the society will plant colonies wher- 
ever it can find suitable locations, mainly on 
the public domain, «hey wi!l not be colonies 
according to the common acceptance of that 
term. The holdings will be individual, only 
the bonds will cover a large number in order 
to realize a combined credit. Provision will, 
however, be made for separate releases, 
under certain restrictions, as each owner 
makes complete and final payment.

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HAVE read the two bulky volumes in which Her- 
bert Spencer has told the story of his life. Though

T has been my lot to have been born and raised in 
Prussian Poland; and I have had the fortune during 
my sojourn in Europe last summer to visif“that 
country, where I had good opportunity to observe 
and study the conditions of my former countrymen.

Sometimes under the severe restraint of the language you can even catch 
the echo of a sob’over the recollection of one that was loved and that seems 
not to have been wholly prized. This is especially noticeable in the refer- 
ences of Spencer to his mother—one of the most pathetic figures in a gal- 
lery of portraits which is not a gallery of the successful or joyous ones of 
the world. The result of this fearless, outspokenness is that the book gives 
you that sense of utter reality which is the greatest charm of any book; 
that you read it with imtense and sustained interest I have described; and 
that, beyond doubt, when the other works of Spencer lie unread—science 
is too progressive a thing not to put even a great philosopher as he was 
out of date in due time—this story of his life will survive, and will right- 
ly take its place among those volumes of true self-revelation which are the 
immortal heritages of the world. : 

Yet the dominant feeling creat-d in my mind by these’ volumes was not 
a pleasurable one: On the contrary, from almost the first page to the last 
I was conscious of a sense of sadness, and still more of revolt. Over and 


obtained ‘their liberal constitution in the year 1791.. without revolution, 
without bloedshed. It was given to the people voluntarily by the king, the 
nobility, the clergy. It is a well known historical fact that Polaad 
was the first nation on the continent of Europe that adopted a constitu- 
tional form of government and raised the masses of her people to a higher 
level. It is also a well known historical fact that, at the time when Poland 
adopted her constitution, the people of Prussia, as well as of Russia and 
Austria, were sunk in absolute despotism, where tyranny and oppression 
knew no bounds. It is also a well known historical fact that Prussia and 
Russia hastened the final. destruction of Poland because of the adoption 
of the constitution. The constitution in Germany ‘s even now almost a 
dead letter. 

The study of German has been absolutely compulsory for many years 
past, and, therefore, there are comparatively few Poles who do not speak 
or understand German. Formerly both languages were taught in the 
schools,. and there was no objection from the Poles on that score.’ But 
about twenty years ago the teaching of Polish in all the schools was abso- 
lutely prohibited except in religious institutions, and, of late, even that 
has been prohibited. 

There are numerous instances where children have been brutally 
whipped because they refuse to say their prayers in German. The only 
chance a Polish child has to learn its own language is privately at home. 
No private or parochial schools are permitted there. At school the children 
are not even allowed to conversé in Polish with each other. This alone is 
a just cause to complain. To try to rob a nation of its native tongue, of 
its literature, of its national traditions, centuries old, is a crime. The 


Poles, therefore, are justified in raising their voices in indignation and in

And here is the conclusion I find forced! upon me in the end: That 
the life of Herbert Spencer and the Spencer family generally is to be re- 
garded as typical of the lives of millions of the people to which they be- 
long, and that so taken they are at once a vindication and an indictment 
of their methods of thought and action. The ardor that lies under English 
frigidity, the warmth of affection under its reserve; the burning love of 
duty to God and to man; the unconquerable tenacity; the incorruptible in- 
tegrity; the sacred love of home—all these things which are the great quali- 
ties of the English character, and of the race, are revealed. . 

And yet there is just something wanting to make the picture a com- 
pletely beautiful and satisfactory one. Not only so; but all those fine 
claims to admjration receive perhaps an additional touch of pathos, and 


solemn protest against such barbarities. And they are further justified 
in doing everything in their power jo protect and preserve their sacred 
heritage—the tongue of their fathers. 

But the robbing of the Poles of their language is not the only crime of 
which the Prussians are guilty. About twenty-five years ago Bismarck 
drove out 40,000 Poles from their own homes in east Prussia. The govern- 
ment is spénding millions of dollars every year to drive the Poles from 
their homes and put German colonists in their places. Nv office of any 
importance is held by a Pole unléss he becomes a Prussian slave and can 
prove his loyalty to the government by persecuting his cowntrymen. The 
German officials that are sent to rule over the Poles are, as a rule, the 
scum of society. They are noted for their arrogance and domineering spirit. 
They are the most despicable set of men that I ever came in contact with. 
They do everything to provoke the Poles and they delight in doing it. The 
police and the courts are the most plignt tools in the hands of the govern- 
ment for the persecution and the Germanization of the Polish people. 
Freedom of speech is unknown there and the Polish press is muzzled and 
subjected to merciless persecution. The Polish language is prohibited from 
being used in public gatherings. Polish business men are prohibited.from 
having their signs in Polish. The Polish names of their old villages and 
towns are changed into Germaf. Even Polish recruits drafted into the 
army have been forced in numerous instances to change their Polish names 
into German. And this is done in the very cradle of ancient Poland. I 
write this not from hearsay but from my own personal knowledge. These 
are true facts, and any unbiased person who visits that country and who 
takes the trouble to observe the condition of the people will agree with 
me as to the truth of it. :

even sometimes of tragedy, hecause of tli!s one factor that is wanting. That 
factor is the power of being happy.

of that grectest of crimes ever recorded in the annals 
of history—the murder of a defenseless nation—a 
nation that for eenturies had done signal service for 
Christian Europe.

They see that both their own and their employés’ amounts are punctually 
paid every week. 


The domestic servant equally participates in the insurance scheme, and 


she and her master or mistress conjointly pay the premium demanded. 
Where workers are not regularly employed or where the work is divided 
among various employers—as in the case of a charwoman—it is the em- 
ployer giving the Monday’s work who pays half of the insurance money.

While the week’s market was character- 
ized by the closing of several important 
transactions, two of them, at least, had been 
anticipated—the completion of arrangements 
for the erectien of a theater and office build- 
ing at 71-75 Monroe street by Mrs. E. J. Leh- 
mann, and the transfer by trustees’ deed of 
the Lexington hotel and leasehold interest 
at the northeast corner of Michigan avenue 
and Twenty-second street. 

It has been known for some time that 
negotiations for the construction of the 
theater and office building were under way 
with every prospect of success, but the pro- 
moters sought to keep it as quiet as possible 
pending the approval by the board of educa- 
tion of the transfer of the Gore and Boomer 
leasehold interests to Mrs. Lehmann. This 
the board did at its meeting Wednesday 
night, thus assuring the construction of the 
building. 


Great Theater to Be Built. 

The enterprise is important, as it means 
the construction of what, it is declared, will 
be the most modern, beautiful, and thorough- 
ly complete playhouse in Chicago, as well as 
another great office building in the heart of 
the city. The structure will be eighteen 
Stories high, fronting 81% feet on Monroe

Plevated roads, as far west as Ashland ave- 


nue. 

Its proximity to the business center, 
which can be reached in five to ten minutes, 
and its accessibility to both the north and 
eouth side freight houses, with short hauls, 
and no viaducts or heavy grades to climb, 
enables the shipper to handle freight in.and 
out at a minimum cost. One concern le 
cated in the central district until last fall, 
and since moved to the west side, told me 
it would save $50,000 a year on cartage 
alone.

Transfers Residence for $100,000.

Mr. Mayer told of the experience he and 
others had before the legislature, trying to 
eecure passage of a law which would give the 
city the right to rent such space to tenants. 
He said the merchants were willing at this 
time to help the city again in an effort to se- 
cure such *% charter revision as would not 
only give the city that power, but would also 
guarantee to the property owners their rights 
and protect them from harassment by in- 
discriminate court proceedings. 

The plan of compensation which the com- 
mittee now is considering is 4 per cent on 
one-tenth the value of the property.

MUCH ACTIVITY IN BUILDING. 


Big Showing of Permits for Last Weék 
—Many Large Apartment Houses 
Planned. 


~ 


Evidence of the present activity in bulld- 
ing operations is shown by the record of the 
permits taken out last week, which consid- 
erably exceed those of any week during the 
last two years, numbering 185. The total 
cost amounts to $1,208,600, or an average of 
a little over $6,400. The showing is espe- 
cially satisfactory considering the fact of the 
high price of brick, which is thought to have 
caused many prospective builders to post- 
pone building. 

This would especially: affect dapartment 
‘house construction, but the fact remains that 
several new large projects were announced 
in this field during the week. 


Many Apartment Houses. 


One of the most important of these Is the 
high grade, fireproof building which John 
Hamilton will construct on Lake avenue, just 
north of Forty-seventh street, occupying a 
part of the old Gossage homestead. It will 
be four stories high, will front 100 feet, with 
a depth of 87 feet, and will cost $100,000. 
The building will be unusual on account of 
the size and large number of rooms each 
apartment will contain. There will be alto- 
gether eight apartments of ten rooms each. 

Another big structure projected is that 
which Mrs. Emil M. Wullen will erect at 
4740-4750 Michigan avenue, to cost §00,000, 
It will be three stories high, fronting 105 
feet, with a depth of 166 feet, and will be 
constructed of pressed brick and stone.

WHEAT PRICKS BASH OFF 


MAY DELIVERY WEAKEST, OFF ON 
LIBERAL DELIVERIES.

Small Trade, the Closing of Minneap- 
olis Mills, and Corn Weakness Send 
the Deferred Months Of One-Halt 
Cent-4large Corn Receipts Cause a 
Sharp Break in That Market—Oats 
and Provisions Dull—Markets Else- 


where. 


Fine weather all-over the country, the clos- 
ing of the Minneapolis mills, increased weak- 
ness in the export situation, and the sympa- 
thetic effect of a decided slump in corn prices 
proved too much for wheat values, and the- 
close showed breaks of 4%@1%c from Friday. 
The greatest weakness was in the May, 
which was affected by the liberal deliveries 
of 100,000 bu Friday afternoon and 75,000 
bu more before the opening. Scattered longs 
liquidated on this news, breaking the price 
Bc, to 95%c, from which there was a reaction 
on moderate covering to 96%c at the close, 
which was 1%c lower for the day, unchanged 
from Thursday, and 2%c under the close a 
week before. The July lost %, to 87c for the 
old and 85%c bid for the new. ; 

There was greater firmness in the Sep- 
tember, chiefly because of heavy and con- 
centrated’ buying of old September at 82(c, 
which held the market there, a loss of 4@ec 
for the day. The new September lost \c. 
Thé buying of gid September, which was the 
speculative feature of the day, was through 
Daggett, a northwestern house, and amount- 
ed to about 750,000 bu. While the presump- 
tion was the trade was for northwestern ac- 
count, it was a popular theory in the pit 
that this buying might have been for Kauf- 
man account, covering the remainder of that 
short line. There was more or less buying 
of July which might have been for the same 
interest, and there was buying of about

Broomhall 
estimated world’s shipments of 10,000,000 bu 
for the week, Europe to take about 8,800,000 
bu, and predicted a moderate change only 
in the amount on passage. 


Corn Prices Slump. 


The corn market opened more under the 
influence of the heavy receipts of the day 
before and the heavy selling of July based 
thereon than of the closing rally in prices 
on Friday. The market started off 4c lower 
and under continued heavy receipts and gen- 
erally favorable weather over the corn belt 
the tone became heavier and price declines 
more pronounced. The May lost %c, the 
July %c to 47c sellers, and the September 
%-\%c. Cash prices were even weaker, de- 
clining to 1\%c, with the shipping demand 
decidedly poor. There were 684 cars in, or

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

There were deliveries of 75,000 bu wheat 
before the opening, put out by Buckley, pre- 
sumably for Peavey. It was taken in by 
Hurlburd-Warren and Bryant. There were 
afternoon deliveries of 10,000 bu wheat, 20,000 
bu corn, 100,000 bu oats, 250 bris pork, and 50,- 
lbs ribs. 

Messages from Minneapolis reported coun- 
try receipts increasing, and ventured the 
prediction there would be larger receipts at 
that market. ; 
| A Kansas City message to Ware-Leland re- 
ported cash wheat ic lower for the day, and 
off 8c to 9c for the week on the increased re- 
celpts, and the indications pointing to a fair 
movement of old wheat for the next thirty 
days. 

A noticeable feature of the corn receipts 
here is the improvement in the quality from 
the early movement of the crop during the 
fall and winter. Of 2,042 cars inspected dur- 
Ing the week only 97 were no grade. 

Minneapolis stocks of wheat decreased 
843,000 bu for the week ending Friday, toa 
total of 8,472,000 bu. The change in stocks 
yesterday was a decrease of 60,000 bu. 

St. Louis sent reports of wheat turning yel- 
low in southern Illinois, and it was claimed 
the reports were accompanied by buying or- 
ders. 

Offers of No. 2 hard winter wheat were 
made abroad on Friday by gulf exporters at 
7¥%c f. o. b. steamer Galveston. None of 
the offers was accepted, showing that the 
export demand, for the time being at least, is 
growing poorer, for a few sales were made 
earlier in the week from 80%c to 8lce, and late 
the week before as high as 81%c. There are 
about jthirteen loads of wheat obtainable at 
the gulf on practically these terms, but if 
foreigners should ever take them and want 
more they would have to pay a much higher 
price. This wheat was shipped to the gulf 
in the expectation of a good export demand 
developing, and is understood to represent a 
loss of at least lic abu. Abouttwenty loads 
have been taken for export -during the last 
ten days. ers of new wheat for August- 
September shipment are being made abroad 
at about 16c over Kansas City September, 
c. 1. f. Hamburg and other continental ports, 
or equivalent to about 79%4c at the gulf on 
the basis of yesterday’s market. There are 
occasional bids from abroad for a few loads 
at about 78c, but most of the foreign bids 
are fully 2%c out of line. 

The New York City Milling company’s 
plant, which was destroyed by fire yesterday, 
was an up to date mill of 2,000 bris capacity, 
and the loss was total, about $500,000. One 
of the proprietors wired Robert McDougall 
that the mill would be rebuilt at onee and the 
capacity enlarged. 

Unlicensed elevators turned out 200 cars 
and 127,500 bu No. 1 northern, a total of about 
885,000 bu, to be added to the contract stock. 
The withdrawals from store for the same 
period were 89,100 bu contract. The corn 
receipts showed 245 cars of the No. 2s, and 

cars were inspected out from private 
houses. At the same time there was a good 
movement out of store, 768,400 bu being with- 
drawn. There were 83 cars of standard oats 
in thé receipts and 82 cars from unlicensed 
elevators, while withdrawals from 
were 270,200 bu standard. 

A letter from George H. Daggett from 
Minneapolis says regarding the closing of the 
mills there: “* There seems to be a little in- 
consistency in the fact that the millers con- 
tinue to grind out poor luck stories on the 
one hand and good flour on the other. The 
facts are these: It costs 7c per bri to shut 
down; mill feed is now selling at the rate 
of 15c per bri, so that to discontinue grind- 
ing would mean a loss of22c. It would there- 
fore pay them better to continue grinding, sell 
the feed at the present high price, and store 
the flour, for, since they are now well supplied 
with wheat, this is cheaper than to lose the 
good profit on feed and pay carrying charges 
en the wheat; and, since every miller is now- 
adays a lightning calculator as well as a 
professor of all the sciences, it does not take 
him long to figure that it is better to grind 
now rather than to wait until next June, 
especially as he has the advantage of ample 
water power now, which may not be the case 
in midsummer.’’ 

Duncan Pacaud, who returned yesterday 
from a two weeks’ stay in Canada, said: 
“Oats are barely up through the ground in 
Ontario, and farmers all say the crop is from 
five to six weeks late. I went through good 
oats country there on the Grand Trunk, and 
what I saw confirmed what was sald of the 
backwardness of all the crops. The hay 
crop this year is thin and poor, and there 
are even complaints about the potatoes.” 

Primary receipts of wheat for the week 
show & marked increase in movements. They 
were 1,367,554 bu, compared with 1,004,072 
bu the previous week, and with 1,534,481 bu 
the corresponding week last year when the 
report covered five days only. The important 
increase Was at Kansas City where the re- 
ceipts jumped to 364,500 bu from 181,500 bu 
the week before, comparing with 228,000 bu 
a yearago. There was a freer movement in 
the northwest also, with the practical com- 
pletion of seeding operations. 

Settling clerks figure that only about 200,- 
000 bu May wheat is open, a little oats, and 
the corn practically evened up. | 

It is a certainty there will be practically 
no spring wheat of chotce quality left in this 
market at the end of May outside of the stock 
of No. 1 northern which will appear in public 
houses. It illustrates how urgent the de- 
mand for choice spring wheat has been that 
a shipper who brought a good sized block 
of Duluth No. 1 northern down here by lake 
last fall held it at the fancy premium of 7c 
over Chicago May and expected to be doling 
it out to millers in July and August before the 
movement of the new crop sold the last of 
it nearly a week ago. 

Another rank discrimination against Chi- 
cago grain shippers has been perpetrated by 
the eastern roads in connection with the 
lines from Chicago to the northwest for the 
benefit of northwestern markets. The east- 
ern lines proposed the reduction in rates. 
The rate from date to expire on June 30 is 
cut from 23c to 20%c on wheat, and the pro- 
portion the eastern roads get is 13.7c, while 
the rate from Chicagd to New York is 17c, 
making the difference in favor of northwest 
points 3.3c. One of the roads sent out the 
following notice: ‘‘ Effective from date, to 
expire on June 30, we will join the initial 
roads in the present lake and rail rate on 
both domestic and export flour and other 
grain products from Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Duluth, Minnesota Transfer, and Superior: 
that is, 28c on domestic and 20%4c on export 
flour to New York, with the usual differ- 
entials to other seaboard ports, and will join 
initial lines in proportional rates for Minne- 
apolis, etc., on grain on basis of domestic 
2044c to New York, the usual differen- 
tials to other seaboard: points, and on export 
grain 19c to Baltimore, 19%e to Philadel- 
phia, and 20%4c to New York, conditional that 
all rail divisions shall govern from originat- 
ing point to destination, and that it shall be 
direct shipments and not subject to any 
transit or other rules.”’ ;

The art is just as great that plays Cyp- 
rienne as is that which portrays Hedda, and 
it certainly results in much more of joyous- 
ness and contentment in the world. We 
would not wish to have Cyprienne eternally, 
and her alone, but we also do not care for 
constant and unrelieved association with 
Hedda. The problem of the usefulness of the 
stage and of its improvement, too, might be 
brought a good way toward solution if 
actresses capable of playing such roles as 
Cyprienne as delightfully as does Mrs. Fiske 
would devote themselves more to elegant 
comedy and less to problem plays. 

The person who is now thrown almost by 
necessity upon the patronizing of musical 
comedy and vaudeville might be theatrically 
redeemed if refined comedy were placed 
within his reach. Problem plays and trage- 
dies may be too heavy for him who is weary 
of mind and body but who would have 
amusement. If light comedy perfectly acted 
were at his disposal he would turn gladly 
to that. Now he has no choice. He must 
seek musical comedy or vaudeville. 

Possibly Mrs. Fiske and certain of our 
other earnest players are missing the doing 
of some valuable, worthy, and artistic mis- 
sionary work in the cause of the betterment 
of the drama by overlooking the possibilities 
of light comedy and by devoting themselves 
too assiduously to Ibsen and his kindred.

When Fred Stone began to act the part of 
the Scarecrow in “‘ The Wizard of Oz” two 
years ago, he weighed 16 pounds. Now he 
tips the beam at 148 pounds, having lost sev- 
enteen pounds in the meantime. He thinks 


he can give Marian Martineau'’s readers 
pointers on the reduction of flesh. ; 

Mr. Stone’s method doesn’t differ material- 
ly from Miss Martineau’s. For she tells her 
anxious inquirers to take plenty of exercise, 
Mr. Stone gets the exercise. Since he has 
been playing the genial straw man in the 
fairy tale he has danced the distance from 
Chicago to New York and a part of the 
way back again. Mr. Stone, being of a 
statistical turn of mind, figured out the 
other day that he travérses the stage enough 
times every night to cover a mile, including 
the wild dashes he makes through the base- 
ment to accomplish his unexpected appear- 
ance on the opposite side. 

Taking the width of the proscenium open- 
ing and the depth from rear wall to feot- 
lights, he gets a total of 5,300 feet, to say 
nothing of the walk to the dressing room, 
which is frequent and usually of considera- 

- ble length, and the energy he expends on 
his complicated makeup. He has played the 
part more than 900 times, and at one mile 
a performance he has danced over 900 miles. 
There is no time during his performance 
that he is motidniess, save the five minutes 
after the Scarecrow is carried on to the 
stage. 

There is more physical energy devoted te 
the Scarecrow role than to any other part 
known to the theater. It is hustle and hard 
work from 7:30 until 11:45 o’clock every 
night, and a similar length of time on math 
née days. If there were an actors’ union 
Mr. Stone would probably be blacklisted for 
working overtime. 

‘Three times during each performance he 
is forced to change his clothing, and to sub- 
mit himself to a “ rub down ” by his dresser.

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WHEN ROOSEVELT 
COLLECTED BIRDS. 


President Still Retains Love of 
Nature Gained in His Early 
Life. 


N going over the type skins in the collec- 
tion at the Smithsonian institution a 
most important chapter in President 
Roosevelt's life is unfolded as specimens 
come to view bearing in a big, round, 

boyish hand the label, ‘“* Theodore Roose- 
velt, mus musculus, Oyster Bay, L. L., Nov. 
11, 1874. Roosevelt museum.” It was in the 
days spent in these outdoor pleasures that 
the future president laid the foundation for 
the sturdy physique wich has enabled him 
to live the strenuous life of which he Is so 
fond. 

Upon inquiry it is found that the then em- 
bryo president sent nearly a thousand speci- 
mens of birds, Birds’ nests, pelts, and skulls 
of animals, and even mounted anjmals, to 
the museum. 


One Collection Refused. 


Entrance to the shelves of the museum was 
not easy for Theodore Roosevelt, and one col- 
lection, made when he was a Harvard stu- 
dent, was ignominiously rejected. It was 
finally accepted by some western college, and 
laid away in forgetfulness until the enthusi- 
astic collector forsook the ways of the natur- 
alist for the path that led to the White house. 
Then the numerous awkwardly mounted 
Bpecimens were furnished up and put on 
parade with the president's name attached. 

The iargest and most valued collection 
from the “ Roosevelt museum ”’ was that of 
500 birds of the state of New York, sent to the 
National museum in June, 1882. These birds 
came from Oyster Bay, St. Regis, Garrison, 
Giens Falls, and Highland Falls, and a care- 
ful description accompanied each specimen. 


Hours Spent in Nature Study. 


They were sent to the Smithsonian at a 
time when the ornithological department was 
@ meager affair, and specimens of even the 
commonest birds were wanting. Theembryo 
president heard of this, and was content to 
spend hours in studying the habits of some 
homely species, or wandering for miles to se- 
cure a single feathered songster, even rising 
at daybreak to see it leave its nest or roaming 
through. field or forest at twilight to hear the 
last peep from the little throat. 

No pains were spared in selecting the finest 
possible specimens of each species, and, after 
that, of preparing them for what to him was 
the greatest scientific institution in the world, 
the Smithsonian. 

Probably the bird most valued even to this 
day from a scientific standpoint is the speci- 
men of the now almost extinct carrier pigeon. 
This pigeon is so beautifully mounted and 
has been so carefully kept all these twenty 
or more years that it is as fresh today as 
when young Theodore Roosevelt selected and 
prepared it for study. 


Contributes Through Correspondence. 


President Roosevelt got up'a prodigious 
correspondence about that time with collec- 
tors all over the country. Through an ex- 
change he obtained a collection of about 
fifty of the rarest birds from Africa and vari- 
ous parts of Europe. 

Hundreds of these birds, over which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt spent so much care and 
thought, are mounted and fill the shelves of 
the department of ornithology at the Smith- 
gonian. Birds’ nests and birds’ eggs go to 
complete the interesting contribution. 

As it would be utterly impossible to put on 
exhibition all the specimens -sent to the 
Smithsonian, hundreds of the birds are care- 
fully cured and packed away for study and 
reference whenever required. Many of those 
caught by the president stand upon the 
shelves of other museums, having been sent 
in exchange for other types. 

As a result of his famous hunting trip in 
the spring of 1901, when President Roosevelt 
killed fourteen cougars and other big game in 
proportion, the Smithsonian is richer by 
dozens of pelts arid skulls and other relics of 
his\.prowess. 

Real Pleasure Is in Study. 


To prove that it is not the mere act of kill- 
ing that prompts the president to his long 
and perilous journeys over mountainous 
ecountries in pursuit of game, while on his 
trip to Yellowstone park a year or so ago he 
took time to write a ten page Jetter to Dr.C. 
Hart Merriam, biologist for the United 
States government, relative to the bears 
found in the national park. 

Just at this time the president shut him- 
Self off from everybody save one or two 
sporting friends and a guide, and was sup- 
posed to be devoting his entire time to rest 


' @nd recreation. Yet, with pencil“and pad, 


he recorded his minute and highly interest- 
ing observations of bears which came dan- 
gerously close to the president’s quarters. 

This letter was written from time to time, 
efter weary hours of tramping over danger- 
ous footpaths. 

Numerous deer heads and mounted ani- 
Tails at Sagamore hill, Oyster Bay, bear- 
testimony to the unerring aim of the hunts- 
man, while the cunning kangaroo rats kept 
as playthings by Kermit Roosevelt, along 
with a lot of other smaller animals, tell of 
the president's love of animal life. 


Still a Nature Student. — 


From all that has been written of President 
Roosevelt's mad dashes over country roads 
on his fine saddlers, with a number of other 
less strenuous horsemen bringing up the rear, 
it will be a wonder to many he has ever taken 
time for this minute study of nature, and for 
making the magnificent collection at the 
Smithsonian, as well as that at his own resi- 
dence at Sagamore hill. 

But all of his rides do not smack of the John 
Gilpin type. When he reaches a fine stretch 
of woodiand he dismounts, throws his bridle 
to his orderly, and jumps the fence in boyish 
pursuit of some gay feathered songster that 
has attracted his attention. It is just as im- 
possible to withstand the temptation, now 
that he is president of the United States, as it 
was when he roamed the fields of his father’s 
country place at Oyster Bay and lay in the 
open with only the stars above him, to hear

HEATRICAL managers who have been 
indulging the public for several years 
with magnificence in their productions 
have begun to wonder if they are not 
going to suffer from this great liber- 

ality. The expenditure now necessary in 
musical and spectacular performances to 
reach the standard that the public has come 
to expect is much greater than most persons 
will believe. 

Who, for instance, would hear without sur- 
prise that a recent musical and spectacular 
production seen lately had cost, on its 
original performance, more than $65,000? 
Yet, the New York Sun declares, it did cost 
that sum before the curtain went up. Now- 
adays $40,000 is a moderate amount to expend 
in a musical way of the spectacular kind so 
much in vogue. 

Some of the serious plays cost just as much. 


melodrama acted in New York three seasons 
hgo by a woman star. That cost $90,000, and 
nearly $15,000 of the effects ordered for the 
piece were thrown out before the first per- 
formance because at the dress rehearsal! it 
was found that the use of them delayed too 
long the action of certain scenes. . 


One of the pantomimes acted in New York 
last winter had a ballet that cost $20,000, and 
it had others which brought up the cost of the 
production to nearly five times as much as 
that sum. Yet the managers have not dared 
te reduce the cost of these productions for 
fear that the public will refuse to acept any- 
thing simpler, once having seen these beauti- 
fulif too costly affairs to which the managers 
have been accustoming them. 

It is a fact that in no other city, with the 
possible exception of London, is so much 
spent on theatrical productions. Here the 
expenditure has been constantly increasing, 
year after year. Each season in the last 
decade has seen a greater increase in the 
amount than the managers seem to think 
necessary. What used to be consjdered elab- 
orate would now be regarded stench d satis- 
factory in a modest way. 

The Shakspearean plays, as Augustin Daly 
gave them, were once regarded as master- 
pieces of color and form, lavishly provided at 
great cost; but it is doubtful if they would 
be found even tolerable today. 

So much money is not, of course, spent on 
these playsvas_on the musical and spectacu- 
lar picces. But the Daly’ tradition has long 
since passed out of existence. In the mount- 


grown so much that the men resporisible for 
it are wondering when the end will come. 
Some of the managers profess to believe that 
it will come before long, and the wisdom of 
putting such vast sums into plays has be- 
gun to be doubted by the men who a short 
time ago were most eager to invest. 

In London, in the musical farces as well as 
the plays given by Beerbohm Tree and 
George Alexander, and im the great. Christ- 
mas pantomimes, there is no stint of money, 
and it is a question if they are not sometimes 
more artistic than the American productions, 
-especially in the serious plays, since noted 
artists are engaged.

There are few Shakspearean productions 
of an elaborate nature made here. Richard 
Mansfield, who has recently given two, 
merely buys the scenery and costumes from 
Beerbohm Tree or Sir Henry Irving, fits 
them together until he has enough for a re- 
vival of *‘ Henry V.”’ or “ Julius Ceesar,” and 
gets out With no great expenditure. 


sical comedy or comic opera no expense 
is spared. With all the London outlay 
in this field, the prices there are cheaper. 
Labor costs less and so does material, and 
the result is a considerable saving over, the 
local outlay for similar effects. 

London managers have no such risk, for 
other reasons aleo. The libraries or the 
agencies that sell tickets at an advance in 
price will take in advance of its production 
thousands of dollars’ worth of. tickets for 
any Gaiety theater show, or, for that matter, 
for any made at a well known theater. The 
managers know that they can rely on this, 
and before the first night of their production 
much of the expense of mounting has been 


But the American, managers have no such 
insurance. They must stand or fall by the 
verdict of the first few audiences that see 
their play. 

In London, with all the seats sold to thé 
amount of $40,000 or $50,000, the manager 
can improve his piece until it reaches the re- 
quirements of his public and win out in the 
end, so that he as well as the speculators 
who have bought his tickets in advance are 
certain to get their money back. With this 
diminished ‘risk he is able to spend money 
won his scenery and costumes with no such 
apprehension for nage future. 


In Paris, where labor material are also 
much cheaper than they are in this coun- 
try. exquisite taste is shown in all details, 
but everything is on a much smaller scale. 
Where a New York production would re- 
quire thirty costumes of a certain kind, six 
would suffice in Paris—of course, with the 
exception of the Grand Opera—so the ex- 
pense is much smaller in the end. This is 
just as true of the musical and spectacular 
pieces as those given by Bernhardt, Réjane, 
and Coquelin.

In America expense seems to play no part 
in the plans of most of the managers. One 
recent production will give an example of 
the result of such lavishness in many cases. 
This piece, which was produced outside of 
New York, had a long run and was counted 
one of the great successes. It was then 
brought to New York and repeated that 
prosperous career. It has noW been before 
the public for nearly six months. But it has 
not yet covered the price of its original pro- 
duction, taking that week by week out of the 
season’s expenses. 

The original cost was $65,000 and its man- 
agers expect to have several months more 


.of good business before they will be able 


to say that they are “ velvet."’ 


The weekly cost of th these productions with 
their long lists of singers and actors is large 
enough in itself to take a large share of 
the weekly receipts. Another play that cost 
its managers more than $100,000 ran for a 
year in this city without yielding them one 
cent of profit, although it filled the vast the- 
ater in which it was acted. But the invest- 
ment of all these thousands in that case was 
a success, for the courageout managers made 
a fortune by this pieca

“‘Few men alone, and rarely even two 
together, nowadays go into these cumiduation 
productions,’’ said a manager to a Sun re- 
porter. ‘* Usually five or six, and sometimes 
more, have a hand in one of these costly 
shows, every man sharing, as ina partner- 
ship, according to his interest. In that way 
the risk is less; but with the amount of money 
that the things cost, the earnings of the part- 
much less.

“The history of the harp, as it dips into 
an almost forgotten past, its origin, its ro- 
mance, its religion, affords a more fascinat- 
ing story than that of any other musical 
instrument. As early as 1800 years B. C. 
the first lyre was evolved from the mind of 
a high priest of Osiris, that god of the people 
who was so adored that even his name was 
not uttered by profane lips, It must havé 
been near Philae, the sacred isle whereon 
stood the great temple, with its moon, the 
palms, the river, the fragrant jungle, and 
from time to time the thrilling, plaintive 
notes droned at welcome intervals until sun- 
rise, more or less accurately represented in 
Verdt’s superb opera, ‘ Aida.’ The priest, in 
one of his daily waiks along the banks of 
the sacred Nile, the source of which wonderful 
river is hidden in some fabulous land, found 
an empty tortoise shell, and, happening to 
strike it, noticed that it gave forth a pleasing 
sound. Then was born the happy thought 
to make a musical instrument on the plan of 
the tortoise shell. 


Carried to Erin’s Shores. 


“From the lyre, the result of the observing 
priest's. happy wish, it wa8 but an easy step 


to the harp, now the most famous instrument 


in the world, and whose glorious spell has 
held sway over many lands. Then, some few 
hundred years later, from one storied and 
romantic land to another destined to become 
almost equally storied and romantic, to the 
world’s most famous island and the one loved 
by all people for its heart history, the glori- 
ous harp traveled westward to Erin's dis- 
tant shores, at that time a land of gospel 
light, where even so early there dwelt men of 
science and learning of their age and people. 
Their bards, men who ranked with royalty, 
were their oral historians, and among them 
the harp was quickly adopted and used in 
their religious ceremonies, in war, at feasts, 
and at their annual congress held at Tara. 

‘*From Erin, through Scotia and Wales, on 
over to the continent of Europe the royal in- 
strument was carried by princes, bards, and 
minstrels, enlivening all with its sweet music. 
And during the most stirring and romantic 
period of its career, about 1089, when the 
harp was elevated to royal position in Wales, 
these high placed persons found the ability 
to play the harp mandatory, on account of 
their commanding social status. Finally, 
after an unrivaled career of attracting and 
charming the people of so many lands by its 
music, its associations, and stirring history, 
the regal instrument came to the attention 
of the immortal Dante, and the tireless Gali- 
leo, both of whom wrote eloquently of the 
glorious and storied instrument brought to 
Italy from freland, where, they recorded, it 
had been im use for ages. 


_ Player’s Pose Most Graceful. 


or all instruments the harp certainly js 
the one that allows of the most graceful atti- 
tude and the most charming movements of 
the body and arms and the one that most 
harmoniously combines the pleasure of the 
ear and that of the eyes. Because of the 
elegant form of the instrument and the es- 
sentially graceful pose of the player, with 
tapering hand and rounded wrist, it attracts 
and holds the eyes of the hearer more than 
any other instrument. 

“The harp shares with the organ and the 
piano the faculty of being sufficient in itself 
and requiring no accompaniment; it is an 
autonomous instrument—that is to say, it 
furnishes both the melody and harmony. 
And it is not a difficult instrument to learn. 
Compared with the pianoforte much more 
satisfactory results are obtained in a briefer 
space of time. Its music, too, is not so 
mechanical. And with children it is a prime 
favorite, most of them preferring the harp 
to the piano. 

Harpists in Great Demand. 

“ Of great present interest is the fact that 
the public demand for the services of harp- 
ists is so great that comparative novices are 
able to command prices only paid to artists 
of established fame in other musical flelds. 
This call is universal and its appeal is mainly 
to young women. Scores of these, who have 
been able to gain only meager recognition 
and often indifferent compensation as teach- 
ers and performers upon the piano and vio- 
lin, have turned their attention to the harp, 
with the result of more engagements than 
they can fill. Viewed from a professional, or 
even a commercial standpoint, this revival 
of the harp means success and prosperity to 
many young women who have chosen a 
musical career if they are blessed with the 
shrewdness and foresight to break away 
from ordinary lines and take their chances 
with ‘the most graceful, picturesque, and 
romantic instrument which has ever re- 
sponded to the facile touch of a woman’s 
fingers.’

Reservation. 


Government Will Control Element of

Probably the last great race for “ free 
homesteads ” is about to be run—the ob- 
jective point being the famous Rosebud 
Indian reservation in South Dakota. 

Here the fortunate homeseeker may 
Secure some of the best land in the 
northwest. Here homes may be estab- 
lished, not fn some far off wilderness, 
but adjacent to organized, prosperous 
communities, having the advantages of 
modern’ rural civilization. On every 
quarter section, before next Thanksgiv- 
ing day, will be found some enterpris- 

. ing homesteader. School houses and . 
churches will spring up as if by magic. 
The hynting grounds of the Indian 
braves will soon be the scene of mar- 
velous activity and prosperity. 

During the last six years South Da- 
kota has produced annually more wealth 
per capita than any other state in the 
union. Why? Because we have the 
energy, intelligence, enterprise, and nat- 
ural advantages. .

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IMING with the announcement of the 
opening of 416,000 acres of the Rose- 
bud Indian reservation lands in the 
southeastern corner of South Dakota 
ls the recognition of the fact that the 
picturesque land “rushes” of the past are 
gone, never to return. The prairie schooner, 
the picturesque ‘“ sooner,’’ the lining up of 
men and women and horses and wagons and 
the interminable paraphernalia of the camp 
miles upon miles along the frontier of the 
Indian lands are pictures that have melted 
into history. : 
Today, anticipating the opening of the 
famous Rosebud agency lands, the reader 
calls to mind the terrors of the marauding 
Sioux in the northwest country years age: 
the later terrors of the Sioux, restless and 
vindictive, penned within the intangible 
boundaries of the reservation; the outbreak 
and the dash of the military after them ‘nto 
= desolated lands on the reservation bor- 
rs. 
But the opening of these 416,000 acres of 
Rosebud lands, beginning July 5 and ending 
July 23, becomes prosaic to a degree were it 
not for the element of chance which the 
processes of the national government inject 
There will 
be a rush tothe lands. But it will be a rush 
of order, out of which the individual may 
rest secure in that which he gains. The ad- 
vice *‘Go west’’ applies to the conditions 
that shall prevail, and in heeding it young 
men from the east may still grasp oppor- 
tunity as she files.. 


Will Open 2,400 Quarter Sections. 


There are 2,400 quarter sections of this 
land, comprising the county of Gregory, 
wedging almost into the junction of the Mis- 
souri and the Niobrara rivers. Six townships 
touch the Missouri, and another six town- 
ships on the south, touching Nebraska, miss 
the Niobrara by two to three miles. Every- 
where in these lands, however, the small 
river, creek, and spring brook, mark them as 
akin to the famous corn lards that border 
upon the reservation to the east and south. 

In such of the broken country as may be 
undesirable for growing crops the conditions 
are excellent for breeding cattle. Timber 
grows upon the streams, and as the rainfall 
comes early in the season, when the crops are 
most benefited, so the range producing the 
buffalo and gramma grasses are left to the 
drying influences of the later season, curing 


’ the grass without the necessity of harvest- 


ing. There is little snow in the early winter, 
giving the maximum of the pasturing season 
for stock. 

President Roosevelt has signed the procla- 
mation thrawthg these lands open to the 
newcomer. Chamberlain, Yankton, Platte, 
and Geddes in South Dakota are points of 
entry into the new country. From Cham- 
berlain there is a boat on the Missouri run- 
ning south thirty miles to the reservation, or 
a bridge over the river for such of those who 
prefer to ride or drive. Bonesteel in Ne- 
braska is another registration place. 


Any Citizen May Make Entry. 


As to the applicants, any citizen of the 
United States who is 21 years old or more, 
whether male or female; heads of families 
under 21 years of age, and every veteran of 
the civil war or of the war with Spain is 
eligible under the homestead act. These 
may enter 160 acres of land or less, the re- 
quirements calling for a five year residence 
save as to the veterans of the wars, who 
raay have their terms of service in the army 
deducted from the period of residence. 

To register for these lands, it is necessary 
for the applicant, unless he be a veteran, to 
appear in person, and he must. not register 
more than once in the period between July 
5 and July 23. When he is registered the 
applicant will be furnished a pass enabling 
him to go upon the lands and look in order 
that he may make his selection understand- 


ingly. 
Selection to Be Made by Lot. 


When the registrations. are complete 
drawings in groups of 100 each will be made 
by the department. Those personsin the first 
group of 1 to 100 will have an assigned first 
date upon which to make their selections; 
those in the group 101 to 200 will have second 
place, and soon. Applicants will be notified 
of the date upon which selections may ve 
made, and thus in groups of 100 they will 
be received for the selections, choosing 
where they will, save from the school ané& 
townsite lands reserved. 

On the date of entry of his quarter section 
of 160 acres the applicant must make a fifst 
payment of, $1 an acre upon the land. His 
following payments will be 75 cents an acre 
within two \years of the date of entry, an- 
other 75 cents within three years, 75 cents 
within four years, and the final 75 cents an 
acre will be\ due within six months of the 
fifth annivergary of his entry. 

In general jthese lands average 2,100 feet 
above the sea. There are several kinds of 
soils through jthe tract, but scarcely a dozen 
sections are too sandy for farming, while 
most of the reservation shows black, fertile 
ground, ranging from “ gumbo ”’ to a lighter 
gumbo mixture, loose and easily cultivated. 
Artesian water has been struck in several

ing to a free performance by Prof. 

It ap- 
peared from the evidence that a dealer in 
musical instruments was charged with cheat- 
ing a customer by representing that a violin 
which he offered for sale at $1.25 was an in- 
strument that could be played. 
The great professor was called in as an 
expert witness, and, taking up the impugned 
instrument, he proceeded to‘play upon it. 
Under his magic fingers it really sounded like 
a violin, but in a few moments, much tg the 
regret of his listeners, the maestro laid the 
instrument down with an evident air of con- 
tempt. ‘ But he had secured the accused's 
acquittal. 

The great tenor Mario once had to give a 
free exhibition of his magnificent vocal pow- 
ers in court, in order to gain freedom for 
himself. He had been arrested in Madrid, in 
mistake for a mischievous political agitator, 
and in vain proclaimed his identity to the 
powers that be. Finally, he was told that if 
he really was the famous singer his voice was 
a certain means of convincing the court of 
the truth of his claim. For seven or eight 
minutes Mario held all within hearing spell- 
bound, and he was then allowed to take his 
departure, with profuse apologies for his 
arrest and detention. .

She was 16 years old that May day when 
Mrs. Petty, stout, matronly, ambitious, 
brought her to New York. She had never 
seen the big city. It frightened her. She 
cried on her mother’s shoulder when that 
good woman set out for Syracuse. 

Mrs. Petty had found a “‘ comfortable and 
respectable’ boarding house for her daugh- 
ter. The landlady had a daughter of the 
same age as Miss Petty. The girls were 
friends at first. Later they became enemies. 
It was all on account of Fred Titus. This 
was the beginning of her first mistaken ro- 
mance. The cyclist was in the heyday of his 
glory.

The star whom Mr. Lederer had engaged 
for the leading part disappointed him at the 
last moment. Mr. Lederer was in de&pair. 
He looked hurriedly over the chorus to find 
a girl who “ might fill the part for a night

“I wish the boat would break down be- 
fore the day is over,’’ he said. “I feel as 
though she is going away forever.” 

She had gone away forever, as far as her 
life with Fred Titus was concerned. He has 
seen her but once since then to speak to 
her and that was seven years ago. Her in- 
stant success in London turned her head, 
Titus went to see her, as stated, just once, 

’ He was back in New York in two weeks. 

When his friends asked him why he had 
returned so soon he shrugged his shoulders, 
though his face was rueful. ‘‘ She sent me 
back, boys,”’ he admitted. 

From that day Edna May has shone like 
a star in the theatrical firmament and Fred 
Titus has been eclipsed. 

In London Edna May was the fad. “ The 
Belle of New York” was a tremendous suc- 
cess.

Children of the 
nobility impersonated her at their parties, 
Songs were written about her. 

In all this whirl and excitement of fame 
Edna May lived with her mother and sisters, 
refined and circumspect in behavior and as 
demure as a schoolgirl.

Man Who Gathers Siippery Bark Fur- 
nishes Basis for Patent Medicines, |

The “‘elm peeler” is the benefactor of 
mankind. He is the Hoosier medicine man, 
and is not to be spoken of disparagingly. 
Perhaps that testimonial you recently wrote 
for a Chicago patent medicine contained 
Hiller’s “ peel."” Of course you “ were cured 
by the second bottle and could not keep house 


without it.” . Hiller may have produced the 


strongest curative element in the bottle. 
hats off to the “ elm peeler.”’ , 

Twelve years ago Hiller began peeling elm 
trees In the forests surrounding Peru. His 
sale of the medicine freighted “ peel’ was 
light at first, but gradually chemists began 
to realize that the elm peel wascurative, and 
Hiller’s business increased with the years. 
Now he cannot get it fast enough. 

Most of Hiller’s product of the forest goes 
to a Chicago medicine manufacturing com- 
pany, and he gets 9% cents a pound for it. 
Recently with five “assistants, Mr. Hiller 
gathered 7,200 pounds of elm peel, receiving 
$684 for the shipment. It required fifteen 
days to gather the lot. 

The season for peeling elm trees is from 
April 10°to June 1. Hiller and his “ elm 
peelers "”' go to the woods and camp during 
the peeling season. Frequently they work 
from fifteen to eighteen hours a day—in gther 
words, they “make peel while the sun 
shines.” 

The trees must be ten Inches or more in 
diameter before they are felled and peeled. 
Th elms are sawed near the bottoms and then 
rolled to a spot convenient for peeling. The 
rough outside covering is removed, and then 
a large knife is used to dissect the “‘slippery’’ 
part of the elm. There the peeler has the 
** slippery elm ”’ so dear to the heart of every 
boy. The boy who doesn’t know when the 
“slippery elm” season is on is a juvenile 
dyspeptic. 

After the trees have been peeled the logs 
are abandoned and are later cut into stove 
wood. Elm Peeler Hiller insists that unless 
the planting of elms is made an extensive 
industry by the farmers in a’ few years the 
elm will be extinct, and it is necessary to 
have them for the medicine they contain.

MILK AS A CAUSE OF JOINT DISHASE 
IN INFANTS. 


HE only kind of joint disease which is 
at all common in infancy and early 
childhood is caused by the bacillus of 
tuberculosis, the same germ ‘which in 
the ro causes consumption. This 

deadly microbe finds its way into the sys- 
tem, with but few exceptions, by one of three 
routes, the lungs, the digestive organs, or 
the tonsils. The direct inheritance of the 
@iséase practically never occurs, but the 
“eonsumptive tendency” and the dimin- 
ished power of resistance may undoubtedly 
be handed down from tubercular parents to 
their children. The question of infection 


through tonsil and lung does not fall under | 


the scope of this paper, but the methods are 
the same as in the case of the digestive tract 
ex pt that in the former the bacilli are in- 
hale in air or dust and absorbed through 
the lings or tonsils, while in the latter case 
they are carried into the stomach and in- 
teptines with the food. 


Scientists are still disagreed as to wheth- 
er cattle tuberculosis can cause human tu- 
berculosis, but so long as there is any doubt 
we cannot afford to run the risk of feeding a 
baby on milk from a cow known to be tuber- 
culous. There are many other ways, also, 
for the bacilli to get into the milk, .A little 
tubercular dust from the barnyard may be 


| blown into the milk pail, or a few imper- 


ceptible particles from the nursery carpet 
or the kitchen floor can get into- the can or 
bottle left uncovered in the baby’s home, . 


These germs may be absorbed into the in- 
testines and pass through ite walls into the 
lymphatic glands, which act as sieves or 
strainers. There they may remain quietly 
for a long time iike a smoldering 
fire until, some day, when the child's 
resistance is lowered, as perhaps by 
attack of méasiles or whooping cough, they 
become more active and find their way out 

the gland and into the blood stream. 
they aré pumped along through the 
eireulation without a chance. to stop for 
mischief until a fall, or a bruise, or some 
other influence causes them to stop in hip, 
or knee, Or backbone, and there they

earliest ible moment. | 

While it ls undoubtedly true that the In- 
fection occtrs more frequently through the 
lungs than through the digestive tract, yet 
many, many children go through life hope- 
lessly crippled in back or legs from germs 
which have been taken during infancy with 


‘ne milk. It is therefore advisable not only 


bring up infants in localities where con- 
ata F patients do not dwell, but also to 
ube milk of known purity. If reliable milk 
cannot be obtained, that which is used should 
be Pasteurised or sterilized in the usual 


‘way. 
In conclusion, let me warn parents and 
guardians that a child never limps or holds 
his. back or legs stiffly without a cause. If 
this cause be a simple bruise or strain the 
limp: or stiffness will disappear in a few 
days, but if it persists for more than a week 
or two it Bo carefully investigated 
by a competent observer. |

RATE HEARING 1S CALLED 


CATTLE SHIPPERS COMPLAIN ‘OF 
TERMINAL CHARGES. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Sum- 
mons Traffie Offictals to Explain the 
$2 a Car Assessed at the Stockyards 
Matter Has Been Agitated During 
Ten Years—Illinois Hardware Deal- 
ers Complain of Discriminations 
and Say Governor Has Been Derelict. 


Traffic officials of all the roads running: 
west from Chicago have been summoned to 
appear before the interstate commerce com- 
mission at a hearing.in this city next Thurs- 
day. They are called to answer the allega- 
tion of western cattle shippers that the 
terminal charge of $2 a car on live stock re- 
ceived at the Union stockyards is unreason- 
able. The roads cited to appear are the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fé, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and St. Paul, Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific, Chicago and Northwestern, Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy, Illinois Cen- 
tral, Chicago and Alton, and Wisconsin Cen- 
tral. 

‘This matter has been before the commis- 
sion many times in the last ten years. The 
cattle raisers and stockyards men brought 
the case before the interstate commission in 
the "90s, after the railroads had decided to 
make a uniform charge of $2acar. The com- 
mission ruled that any rate exceeding $1 a 
car was unreasonable. The railroads re- 
fusing to comply with the ruling, the case 
was taken to the federal court, and the lat- 
ter ruled against the commission. The case 
was appealed to the United States Supreme 
court, which sustained the lower court, with 
the reservation that if new conditions arose 
the commission might reopen the case. 


Declare Charge Is a Burden. 

At the origina! hearing the railroad officials 
asserted that live stock rates had decr@ased 
$15 a car, which more than counteracted 
the terminal charge of $2 a car. The ship- 
pers now contend that since the ruling the 
railroads have advanced their cattle rates 
to a point where the terminal charge has 
become a burden. 

The National Live Stock association has 
just issued a circular to itg members com- 
plaining of unjust exactions on the part of 
the railroads. The attention of traffic man- 
agers, the circular says, has been called to 
the inequality in live stock rates from sey- 
They have agreed to a hear- 
ing on this subject and it will be taken up 
by the live stock association as early as 
data can be gathered with which the case 
can be maintained. 


Slardware Dealers Complain. 


The Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ as- 
sociation has issued a circular on the sub- 
ject of the irregularity and excessiveness of 
freight rates in effect in the state. It de- 
clares the time has come that every dealer 
should know that freight rates are higher on 
the average in Illinois by nearly one-half 
than they are in any of the surrounding 
states. The rates are practically the same 
as twenty years ago, although in that time 
they have been steadily reduced in adjacent 
states. The cost of moving a ton of freight 
a mile today is asserted to be around one- 
fifth of the cost it was when present rates | 
were established. 

After relating the efforts made by the ship- 
pers to get the railroad and warehouse com- 
missioners to order a reduction in rates, the 
circular charges Gov. Yates with insincerity 


In his promises made during the last six 


months to compel the commissioners to put 

their decision reducing freight rates into 

effect.

Rude Policeman Tells Justice How a 
Medium Would Not Allow Him to 
Embrace His Mother. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 28.—[Special.]—If 
the spiritualist medium hadn't possessed 
such great regard for his wife that he ob- 
jected vigorously to e policeman kissing 
her, a séance in the home of “the Rev. 
dlarence C. Howland wouldn’t have ended 
with a decidedly unspiritual combat with 
fists.

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NEWS OF INSURANCE WORLD 


EDITED BY C, M. CARTWRIGHT.

The new burglary insurance rates will go 
into effect on Tuesday, all the companies 
joining in the agreement, except the National 
Surety, which is arranging to write that class 
of risks. The figures are considerably in- 
creased, a discrimination being made against 
flats. The experience of burglary companies 
in Cook county, they rt, shows that the 
loss ratio on apartmerms has been higher 
than on residences. The theory is that 
thieves call up the owners of occupants of 
flats by telephone to ascertain whether they 
are at home, or use some other method to get 
the information. An attempt then is made 
under favorable conditions to enter through 
the door. Other dwellers in the building are 
not suspicious owing to the many callers at 
ali times at the apartments. 

The local managers in Chicago are joined 
in the compact, and also will regulate com- 
missions and practices. In anticipation of 
the increased rates, much new business has 
been written at the old rates for three years 
at 2% per cent annual premiums. Those 
having policies expiring in June have taken 
new ones at the old rates. Most of the com- 
panies agreed not to allow pro rata cancella- 
tions for the purpose of having the business 
rewritten at the former figures. 


Manager Blauvelt of the Western Factory In- 
surance association says as to conflagration cost: 

The forty leading cities of the United States 
naturally have been most productive of gross 
conflagration loss. The population, averaged from 
the census returns of 1860, 1880, and 1900, has been 
@ little less than 8,600,000 

Averaging cities and decades and taking $4.50 
insurance premium paid per annum per capita and 
50 per cent of insurable values as insurance cus- 
oaniggte carried and an average rate of 1 per cent, 
and koning half of the values as in confla- 
grative districts, leads to an estimate of about: 
$3,900.000,000 average insurable property at con- 
gested risk in these cities for the census periods 
_mentioned, or practically from the civil] war to the 

present time, 

It hardly would appear necessary to regard a fire 
as of nationa] importance when amounting to less 
than 5 per cent of the national fire waste for the 
year. Disregarding such smaller conflagrations, 


has amounted to around $11,000,000 annually. 
Charging this past average annua! conflagration 
cost against $3,900,000,000 average insurable 
values at risk, indicates a past annual confi - 
tion cost of between 25 and 30 cents on $100 at risk. 
The inclusion of a similar estimate for the domin- 
ion of Canada would not vitally alter the approzxi- 
mation. 

A conflagration cost deduced from past experi- 
ence is, however, by no means necessarily a fair 
approximation on which to estimate existing and 
future liability. because cities are less under fire 
department control as they become taller and 
because the congestion of values in the greater 
cities of today affords an open opportunity for 
loss’ in one conflagration to an amount much 
greater than any one or even several in the past. 

It has been shown that albthe large cities will 
permit spread of conflagration as easily as if one- 
third of all the exposed walls were wholly built 
of frame. The cumulation of present heights and 
values is herein recognized by estimating a 25 
per cent greateg present and future expectation of 
conflagration fire cost than in the past, or 380 to 
37% cents annuually on $100 at congested risk. 

Any deductions solely relative to insurable 
values must be far short of practical economic 
truth, because of not including enormous unin- 
surable considerations. Every municipality must 
judge for itself what the stoppage of trade, loss 
of gems, art collections, records, and wages costs 
for any given district besides the considerations 
of insurable or tangible property. 

As uninsurable liability or intangible values 
cannot easily be assessed and still must be taken 
into consideration, assume for illustration that 
_ suchsuninsurable risk in a city is as great as that 
which is insurable, and for convenience charge the 
estimated conflagration cost for both classes of 
value wholly against the insurable property, 
which would produce an estimate of 60 cents to 75 
cents annually on $100 of ihsurable values.

New Haven, Conn., May 28.—[Special.]— 
Ernest Hurd, the Yale college senior who 
bas been enjoined from visiting and from 
talking or telephoning to aged Mrs. Lavinia 
H. Foy of this city, is missing. His friends 
deny that. he has run away because of the 
notoriety resulting from his attentions to 
Widow Foy, and they insist he will appear 
before Judge Bishop on Monday to contest 
the writ when return is made on it. The 
trustees to whom Mrs. Foy has made over 
her large estate will not permit her to be in- 
terviewed, so the present state of her feel- 
ings with respect tu young Hurd cannot be 
ascertained. 

Students at Yale have figured in many 
sensations, but none of them has equaled in 
interest the affair in which young Hurd is 
involved. That a romantic attachment ex- 
ists between the student, who is only 24, and 
the Widow Foy, his benefactress, who is 90 
years old, scarcely can be doubted, 


One Reason for Writ. 

Whether or not Mrs. Foy’s relatives fear 
that this attachment unless checked would 
result in marriage is a matter which they 
decline to discuss out of the family. There 
seems to be no other reason, however, for 
the writ of injunction which keeps Hurd 
at a distance, since Mrs. Foy has been iIn- 
duced by her relatives to turn her property 
over to the care of trustees selected by them- 
selves. It is true that one of the conditions 
of this trusteeship is that the entire income 
from:the estate shall be paid to Mrs. Foy so 
long as she lives, and, as she is still haleand 
hearty, enough might be saved out of this 
income to provide a competence for a hus- 
band who survived her.

MAN LONG OFFICIALLY DEAD 
SIXTY-SIXTH BIRTHDAY. 


William H. Lewis of Herkimer, N. Y., 
Among the List of Dead at Antietam, 
Proves Himself Much Alive. 


Herkimer, Y., May 28.—[(Special.]— 
William H. Lewis of Herkimer, who a few 
days ago celebrated his sixty-sixth birthday, 
is one of the most active of civil war veterans, 
notwithstanding the fact that he was once 
officially pronounced dead, and a corpse, sup- 
posed to be his, was buried in a southern 
cemetery, with a marker bearing his name 
over the grave. 

At the outbreak of the civil war Mr. Lewis 
at the age of 23 enlisted at Albany in Com- 
pany F, Thirty-fourth regiment. In the 
Peninsula campaign his regiment took a 
prominent part in the battles of Fair Oaks, 
Seven Pines, the Wilderness, Bull Run, 
South Mountain, andeAntietam. Lewis 
escaped without a scratch until the battle 
of Antietam, when he was shot five times 
and was left on the field for dead. For two 
days and nights he lay among the heaped 
up dead, suffering untold pain from a wound 
‘in his face. 

He was among the dead reported Sept. 17, 
1862, and a corpse supposed to be his was re- 
moved from the field of Antietam and placed 
in a grave in the National. cemetery at 
Sharpsburg, Md. A marker was placed over 
the grave, with the number 844. 

It happened,ahowever, that Lewis was taken 
prisoner by some confederates, who found 
him on the field. He was later exchanged 
and was transferred to Washington, where 
he was honorably discharged for surgical 
disability. The record of his death, however, 
was not erased from the books of the war 
department and when some years later he 
applied for a pension he was promptly in- 
formed by the pension department that he 
had been killed in the battle of Antietam. 

Mr. Lewis, however, was able to prove tha 
he was alive. : 


SCHOOL OF TAMED TROUT

Connecticut Man Has Pond Full of Pets 
Who Eat from His Hand and Fro 
with Him. 


. Tariffville, Conn., May 28.—Three years ago 
Joseph S. Mitchelson stocked a small pond 
across ithe road from his residence with 
brook trout. They have grown to be from 
one to two pounds in weight and are quite 
tame. 

Mr. Mitchelson feeds the trout on raw beef, 
chopped fine, and plays with them much as 
he would with a puppy. They eat out of his 
hand and allow him to fondle them as he 
pleases. 

One form of amusement which Mr. Mitch- 
elson has invented is a sort of tug of war 
match. He fastens a piece of meat to one 
end of a string and thén it’s a tussle to see 
which is the stronger, trout or man. The 
trout digs his toes into the turf, so to speak, 
sits back on his haunches, and pulls for fair. 
In reality he backs water with his fins.. Then 
he will agen ress! turn and try to run away 
with the bait. It is but fair to Mr. Mitchel- 
son to say that he is like the circus manager, 
who always lets the woman charioteer beat 
the Roman. 

Mr. Mitchelson has hardly tamed his trout 
so that they will come up into his hands, but 
he has learned by experiment that they like 
to be stroked in that part of the body where 
they stow away the worm. Properly soothed 
in this manner he can lift a trout completely 
out of the water without his making a flop. 

-Mr. Mitchelson says he had one charmed 
when he lived in the west so that he could 
carry him all around a room without dis- 
turbing the trout’s peace of mind.

FAIR PAVILIONS ARE OPENED. 


Mexican and Netherlands Buildings 
Decorated and Guests Received 
Informally. 


St. Louls, Mo., May 28.—The informal 
opening of the Mexican and Netherlands 
pavilions took place today, representatives 
of foreign governments, Mexican visitors to 
the fair, officials of the exposition, and in- 
vited guests being present. Both pavilions 
were decorated for the occasion. At the 
Mexican pavilion Commissioner General 
Albino R. Nuncio and Mrs. Nunclio received 


the guests. The entire Mexican world’s fair 


commission, consisting of thirty-two mem- 
bers, ten of whom are women, entertained 
the guests. The formal dedication of the 
Mexican pavilion has been postponed until 
Mexican day at the world’s fair, Sept. 16. 

Commissioner Genenal and Mrs. Tenbroeck, 
assisted by Miss Louise Sampinson, hostess 
of the Netherlands pavilion, received those 
invited to the opening. The Rembrandt 
room, containing the famous Dutch painter’s 
“The Night Watch” and the quaint pony 
chaise used by Queen Wilhelmina when 12 
years old, are among the interesting exhib- 
its in the Holland building. 

The palace of Damascus, an edifice so old 
that its builder and its history are lost in 
the obscurity of the past, is the latest attrac- 
tion secured for the world’s fair. The struc- 
tu is not to be a replica, an imitation in 
staff, but fhe actual] building brought piece 
by piece from Syria and rebuilt in St. Louis. 
Inside the building will be seen the rarest 
and most beautiful collection of Greek and 
oriental art work in the world. 


FREIGHT EMBARGO STILL ON. 


New Haven Road Officials Claim That 
Situation Due to Strike Is 
Improving. 


New York, May 28.—The congestion of 
freight at the yards of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad was consid- 
erably relieved today, but the embargo has 
not by any means been raised. The railroad 
officials said they expect the work to con- 
tinue uninterruptedly, and they look for 
steady improvement in the situation. ) 

At the same time they admitted that the 
conditions with which they have to contend 
are discouraging, particularly in the matter 
of providing food and lodgings for the non- 
unionists. The strikers have won over the 
boarding house keepers and storekeepers of 
the neighborhood, who have raised their 
prices. As a result it is practically impossi- 
ble for the new men or their representatives 
to purchase anything. 

The executive committee of the Marine 
Firemen’s union met in executive session to- 
day to consider the proppsition of calling a 
general strike of all the oilers, coal passers, 
firemen, and other help on all the steamships 
between Boston and New Orleans in sympa- 
thy with the striking freight handlers. 


LAKE VESSELS STILL TIED UP. 


Civic Federation May Succeed in Bring- 
ing the Shipping.Controversy 
to an End. 


Cleveland, O., May 28.—So far as could be 
learned no vessels belonging to the Lake 
Carriers’ association cleared from Lake Erie 
ports today. The steamer Joliet, which 
cleared here yesterday for Fort William, 
anchored out in the lake and did not get 
away finally until today. The delay was 
caused by the mates, who first shipped, re- 
fusing to serve. 

Judge John C. Hutchins, chairman of the 
citizens’ committee, working in connection 
with the Civic federation, today received a 
communication from President Livingstone 
of the Lake Carriers’ association, saying that 
the executive committee of the latter would 
be glad to furnish all information possible 
relating to causes leading up to the present 
situation. 

It is probable that the Civic federation will 
give a hearing to both sides of the con- 
troversy within a few days.

HE gospel of the “survival of the fittest” is 
no longer preached in the Chicago public school 
room. The gospel taught by the board of edu- 
cation is the “survival of No physical 
or mental defect is allowed to handicap a 
child in his struggle for education. Every pos- 
gible barrier is removed to lessen the hardship 
of the slow progress of the afflicted. These 
barriers are removed by science—by the department of child 
study through the application of science to pedagogy. a 
A decade ago if your child’s eyesight was bad his. school 
Teports were bad. Nothing was done for him. He was only 
a cog in the wheel. If your child’s hearing was bad the 


affliction lessened his educational opportunities; if your child 


was lacking in the energy required to keep up with his class 
he was permitted to become a straggler in the proces- 
sion; if your child was mentally defective he had no chance 
at all—the smoldering mental spark went out because it was 
not fanned. But there has been an evolution in educational 
thought. 

When a few years ago you bought a slate for Jennie and 
a speller for Willie and sent them off to school you” were 
merely contributing ‘two cogs to the wheels of the gigantic 
educational macnine. It made little difference if your cogs 
did not fit. They were placed in one of the wheels, the ma- 
chinery was started, and the wheels went round with uniform 
speed without regard to the strength of any one or two or 
twenty cogs. If one of your cogs was found to be unequal 


' to the strain it was cast aside. It was not unusual to have 
& great many cogs wear out in a year. 


Now your children are not like cogs in the wheel. They 


have become individuals, and, recognized as such, they are 


accorded individual attention. No longer

As 
soon as a child is found to have defective hearing he is placed 
in the front of the room so that he can hear -his teacher” 
without strain. If his right ear is defective and his left ear\ 
normal, the child is seated in the right half of the room, so / 
that his perfect ear will be toward the teacher, and vice versa, 
The parent is notified, and again a pound of cure bas been 
saved by an ounce of prevention.

This is only a part of the work being carried on by the 
child study department. As a result of investigations re- 
garding the injury done to pupils by desks which were too 
large or too small, adjustable desks have been Installed in 
the schools to meet the needs of the undersized and the 
overgrown. 

Many of the tests and measurements which this depart- 
ment has made are preliminary to other investigations, Fol- 
lowing are a few deductions made fromthe physical tests 
and investigations alone, and the value of the results of the 
mental tests will be even greater: 

“In general there is a distinct relationship in children 
between physical condition and intellectual capacity, the 
latter varying directly as the former. 

“The endurance (ergographic work) of boys ie greater 
than that of gtris at all ages, and the ae seems to } 
increase after the age of 9. . 

“‘ Physical condition should be made a fncter in the grad- 
ing of children for school work, and especially for the en- 
trance into the first grade, 

“The great extremes in physical condition of pupils in 
the upper grammar grades, mak it desirable to introduce 
great elasticity into the work of these grades. . 

* Unidexterity is a normal condition. Rapid and marked 
accentuation of wnidexterity is a pubescent change. On the 
whole, there is a direct relationship be- 


tween the degree of unidexterity and the Bright 
inteNectual progress of the pupil. At Pupils 
any given age of school life, bright or U. id , 


advanced pupils tend toward accentuated 
unidexterity, and dull or backward pupils tend toward ambt- 


dexterity. The pupils of the John Worthy (bridewel!) school _. 


are more nearly ambidextrous than even the backward pupils 
of the ordinary schools. Training in ambidexterity is training 
contrary to a law of child life. 

“ Boys of school age at the bridewell are inferior im all 
physical measurements to boys in the ordinary schools, and 
this inferiority seems to increase with age. 

“ Defects of sight and hearing are more numerous among 
the dull and backward pupils. These defects should be taken 
into consideration in the seating of pupils. Only Sy removing 
the defects can the ‘best advancement of the pupils be secured. 

“The number of eye and ear defects increases during 
the first years of school life. The causes of this increase 
should be investigated and as far as possible removed. 

“There are certain parts of the schoo! day when puptis, 
on the average, have a higher storage of energy than at other 
periods. These periods should be afilized for the highest 
forms of educational work.” 

The department has sent a large exhibit, prepared under 
the personal direction of Dr. Macmilian and his assistant, C. 
Cc. Krauskopf, to the Louisiana Purchase exposition, and ab

Mrs. G.: I have heard that carbolic acid is good for: the 
skin. Please tell me how and in what quantity to use it. 

There is a solution of water and carbolic acid which acts 
as a disinfectaht and removes pimples. It is, however, so 
dangerous that I have hesitated to recommend it. The usual 
formula is ten drops of carbolic to a full basin of warm wa- 
ter. But it would be better to let your druggist advise you, 
as skins differ. This might redden your face instead of heal- 
ing it. | 

Ellen H.: I have restored my hair to a considerable ex- 
tent under your advice. The roots are much darker, and I 
think I shafl have no more gpay hair to. bother me. Of 
course it is a great improvement. 

J. H.: I wrote vou for a treatment for obesity. I would 
like a dietary. I am willing to diet if you will tell me just 
exactly what i can eat. 

You can eat pretty nearly all the things you want. But 
you must not drink with your meals. Take lettuce, spinach, 
and green vegetables. Eat white meat and cooked fruits. 
When thirsty eat fruit instead of drinking water. 

Mrs. G.: What can I do for. aching joints? My joints 
ache hard just before a rain. My doctor tells me it is rheu- 
matism and I am taking medicine for it, but it does no good.

Cover with hot 
water enough to make a pint. Add a tablespoon of borax 
powder and about four drops of weak ammonia. Throw this 
in a double boiler until the soap is dissolved.

To every basin of water intended for the complexion put 
enough powdered borax to soften. And, if soap be used, there 
should be at least half a dozen waters for rinsing. Soap, left 
on the face, will dry out the skin almost beyond repair. 
Theré should be enough to rinse the face-until you can telb 
by the feeling of the skin that the soap is all off. 7 

The face should be lathered, though this is a thing which 
a woman rarely does. The complexion can be treated to a 
heavy coat of soap lather, which is afterward washed of, | 
though not until it has been upon the skin long enough to 
soften it. When washed off it leaves the complexion fine 
and pink. 

Never go out for at least an hour after washing the face 
with soap, or, indeed, after applying any lotion whatsoever 
to it, for the skin is tender after_washing, and is more liable 
to chap. Those who are addicted to summer freckles would 
do well to remain in the house for at least an hour after 
washing the face, or the sun will bring out the freckles in 
great yellow batches. 

Remember that this is the time of year when the skin 
needs attention, And remember, also, that, though nature is 
cruel to the skin dt this season, she also supplies the material 
for curing its ils. 


Toilet Slip Th 


EAR by year, one might 
almost say month by 
month, the accessories 
of our toilet and ward- 
robe grow andanultiply.

For what could be more handy 
and appropriate either to slip over 
a good dressing jacket (some of our 
modern ones are really too exqui- 
site to bear the whole brunt of their 
proper work—are they not?) or to 
use in place of one on those occa- 
sions—few, pérhaps, but recurrent 
in the lives of busy wonien anyway 
—when some touch to hair of toilet 
is necessary sans dress changing. 
Then, again, there are times; espe- 
cially frequent to the dwellers in 
the country, perhaps, when we pay 
a One night visit, and the dress box 
to contain our evening frock is all 
we need; what a boon, then, to have 
one of these little toilet slips to take 
the place of the necessary but 
bulky dressing jacket. So, taken 
al! round, I feel confident this little 
slip will find many appreciative ad- 
mirers. 

Linen is out and out the best ma-

shore had been torn adrift during the darkness by 4 steamer 
which had collided with another vessel, and it had almost 
providenhtially stranded on the edge of the bar. Capt. Holmes 
was crazed with grief over the supposed déath of his little 
son. His two companions hurried to the shore with the 
body, leaving Capt. Holmes to be picked up by the lifeboat. 

The body of the little boy was laid on the pier, -appar- 
ently lifeless. Keeper Ludlam of the life saving station im- 
mediately began to apply the service methods for restoring 
the apparently drowned. Almost against hope he persisted 
for half an hour. Then the child gasped faintly and the 
work was renewed, After two hours and a half of hard 
work Keeper Ludlam placed the boy, alive and out of dan- 
ger, in his happy fathpr’s arms. The boy had been under 
water for half an hout. The recovery was so remarkable 
that the story is given a prominent place on the records 
of the government:-at Washington. 


Saving Crew of Olive Thurlow. ' 


One of the most thrilling rescues in recent years was that 
of the crew of the Amieridan barkentine, Olive Thurlow, 
wrecked on Dec. 5, 1902, in Lookout Bight, off the coast of 
North Carolina. The vessel struck 450 yards from the 
shore in a gale blowing eighty miles an hour. The life sa-- 
ing crew had to haul the wrecking apparatus two and one- 
half miles in soft, wet sand, in the face of the gale, and yet 
they were on the scene within an hour after the vessel's 
distress signal had been seen, before it crashed on the shore. 
The vessel began to bkeak up almost at once. Even while 
thé life savers were firing the lines over the doomed vessel 
the forward house and deck load went overboard, the bow 
and stern were torn off, the general ruin finally being com- 
pleted by the falling of all the masts with a crash audible 
far along the shore. The top of the after house, or cabin, 
was the only place of refuge, and lying there five sailors 
struggled for their lives with only a precarious handhold on 
the skylight coamings. 

Meanwhile the life savers fired another line, which fell 
almost into the hands of the shipwrecked men, who as 
quickly as they could made fast the tail block to the stump 
of the mizgzenmast, but while the surfmen were engaged in 
sending out the hawser & heavy sea tore off the top of the 
cabin on which the sailors were gathered and carried them 
with it into the breakers. 

The passage of these unfortunate men to the beach was 
a frightful spectacle, even to the surf shore people, to whom 
shipwreck in its most harrowing form is no novelty. Lying 
flat upon the top of the cabin they thrust their afms through 
the windows of the skylight and desperately hung on. Two 
were sorely injured and the other three assisted them as 
best they could. ‘ 

“ At times,”’ says the keeper, ‘“‘ all must have beén ten feet 
under water, when their grasp would almost fall, and even 
when they rose to the surface the break of the waves would 
nhearly smother them again. At last one lost his hold and 
seemed sure to drown, but the life savers went far out into 
the surf in spite of the wreckage and deadly undertow and 
saved him—luckily themselves escaping great injury or death, 
which was liable to follow a single blow from the heavy tim- 
bers thrust to and fro with terrific foree. | 

“ The rescued man,”’ says the keeper,’‘was more dead than 
alive when taken from the water. Thé other four still held 
on, and the surfmen went out into the breakers and dragged 
them ashore.’’ |

of the life saving crews. This was shown in the wreck of the 
barkentine Abell Abbott, which stranded and Went to pleces

“Our girls are carefully guarded during business houfs,” 
said the lecturer before quoted.

1908. The barkentine carried nine men, including the cap- 
tain. The lifé saving crew was quick to respond to the 
signals of distress and fired three lines over the doomed 
vessel. The darkness was intense, and for some reason the 
shipwrecked men failed to pull any of the lines aboard. The 
@ale was so flerse and the seas dashed on to the beach with 
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such force that it was utterly impossible to launch the life- 


\ 


boat. The life savers stood by, howevef, biirning fires on the 
beach to encourage the nihe men clinging to the wreckage. 
At 5 o’clock in the morning the ship went to pieces and three 
of the men were drowned. Daylight fevealed five men cling- 
ing to the top of the cabin. 

Wreckage filled the surf which dashed the broken planks 
and timbers in every direction, and there was hardly a pos- 
sibility of effecting a launch without destfuction. Suddenly 
an opportunity appeared, and the surfboat shot out. Neither 
the life saving crews nor the spectators believed it at all 
likely that the lifeboat could get through. There were nine- 
ty-nine in a hundted chances that it would be smashed. 

But by hard work and skillful handling the lifeboat 
reached the bar and approached close efiough to the wreck 
to make out the five men clinging desperately to the roof 
of the cabin, but the lifeboat could get no farther. The Hfe 
savers made every effort of strength and skill at their com- 
mand, but finally had to give up and return to the beach ex- 
hausted. 

Scareely had they landed whén the cabin, with the five 
men clinging to the top, was wrenched loose from the wreck 
and was thrown whifling and sinking into the boiling seas. 
Again the life savers launéhed theit boat, and this time 
they reached the drown!ng men in timé 


Swam in Raging Waters. 


Instances of individual heroism among Uncle Sam’s life 
savers are countless. Here is ofte instance that has few 
parallels in the history Of the service. On Sept. 6, 1901, sev- 
eral men were fishing off the rocks at Point Lobos, Cal., when 
one of them, John Sater, fell twenty feet into the surf, where 
he was dashed about at the foot of the cliff, while his 
companions were unable to rescue him. Weakened by his 
desperate struggles and maimed and bruised by being re- 
peatedly dashed against the rocks by the pounding surf 
Sater finally was swept into a cavern in the side of the cliff, 
about eight feet wide and ten feet high at the entrance, and 
extending back fifty feet. growing narfower and more dan- 
géerous all the way. 
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frowned upon by the floorwalkefs. Repofts of any infringe- 
ments of these rulings have been followed by warnings and 
discharges until the store is pretty well cleared of these 
dangers to morals and well being.

John Hyslop, the marine observer at Point Lobos, learned 
of the accident and at once notified Surfman Bernston on 


the lookout in the ‘life saving tower. The surfman seized 


a life buoy with a line attached and, hastening to the edge 
of the bloff, was lowered by a rope, held by two or three 
men, until he reached the mouth of the cavern. He threw 
the buoy close to Sater and shouted for him to grasp it, but 
the imperiled man appeared to be too much exhausted to 


make the attempt and clung to the rocks, begging for help 


and despairingly crying that he could not. hold on muc* 
longer. 

Satisfied that Sater did not dare take to the buoy, Bern- 
ston hauled it back and passing the line to some men who 
had meantime arrived by a roundabout way got insidé 
the buoy himself and swam into the cavern. He then lashed 
Sater to the buoy and the half drowned man was hauled out 
in safety, while Btrnston remained clinging to the slippery 
rocks. As soon as Sater was landed the buoy was floated 
back to Bernston and he in turm was hauled out safely. For 
this daring feat the secretary of the treasury awarded Surf- 
man Bernston the silver medal for gallant conduct. 


Launched Boat in Sea of Ice. 


Gold medals were awarded to Keeper Gray and Surfmen 
Chapman, Downing, Eastwood, Eggleston, Henderson, Pal- 
mer, Rose, and Seymour of the life saving station at Char- 
lotte, N. Y., in recognition of their gallant conduct in effect- 
ing the rescue of four men and a woman from the wreck 
of the schooner John R. Noyes, which was lost on Lake 
Ontario. The wrecked schooner was reported three miles 
off Lakeside, twenty-three miles from Charlotte. The har- 
bor was frozen solid with ice. Keeper Gray and his crew 
took their lifeboat by special train. to Lakeside,.four miles 
from shore, and the point nearest the wreck. Then the life- 
boat was placed on a sled and dragged through snowdrifts 
six feet deep to the beach. This took two hours and it Was 
nearly midnight when the surfmen and their boat reached 
“the shore of the lake. A heavy fog overhung the lake, the 
wind was blowing a le, and the water was filled with 
broken ice. Despite all these circumstances the life savers 
launched their boat. The wreck could not be located in 
the fog and the life savers were compelled to return to 
shore to wait for daylight, 

When day broke the wreck was located about twenty 
miles off shore. Keeper Gray and his surfmen at once 
launched their lifeboat and pulled for the schooner. The wind 
came from the east with a strong heavy sea, the lifeboat 
being: compelled to proceed in the dangerous trough of comb- 
ing waves. The weather was so bitterly cold that within a 
few minutes the spray covered the lifeboat and the daring 
surfmen with ice. The surfmen rowed for four hours in this 
gale before they reached the wreck. They found the schoon- 
er a hopeless wreck, having lost its sails, boats, boat 
anchors, with the cabins smashed in and leaking fast. Ail 
en board had suffered from exposure for thirty hours and 
for thirty-six hours had been without food. They had lost 
hope, bidden one another good-by, and were lying on the 
deck benumbed, despairing, and waiting for death. 

The four men and the women were bundled as warmly as 
possible, placed in the surfboat, and a start made for shore, 
The beach was reached at 4:30 p. m., after four and ofé- 
half hours of steady rowing. The accumulation of ice at the 
shore was so great that the boat could not land its céew 
and passengers and the surfmen were compelled to take thé 
five rescued persons upon their shoulders and wade ashore 
through water and ice breast deep. There horses were s#é- 


cured and the lifeboat dragged ashore. | '

The store superintendents come to be 
splendid judges of human nature and seldom make a mistake 
as to the ability of the men and women they hire, or ‘as to the 
justice of their requests.”’ 


Position Requires Mach Tact. 


Much quiet opposition to the work of the lecturer is said 
to come from the saleswomen themselves and from floor- 
walkers and department buyérs who are jealous of their au- 
thority. This has to be met by tact and by stronger measures 
when this instrument fails.
